If we talked and accused of it we lied, if 
we disobeyed we’d swear ourselves black  be- 
fore we’d own it. I was taken home from 
this horrible school after many months of 
what [now Know was a hell on earth <A 
new teacher from the narth had come to our 
town. Iwassenttohim. The first day, I 
was Whispering and he looked at me and said, 
“John are you talking?’”’ “Nosir,” I partly 
replied, lying as was my wont. 

He smiled pleasantly. 

‘*That’s all right.’ he said, ‘I hope vou’ll 
excuse me, [thought you were talking and 
am sorry to find I suspected vou unjustly.’ 

“Mean, why, I felt as mrean as any poor, 
guilty wretch could feel.

pend. At this crisis and juncture, when 
every instant is priceless, the senate, 
resisting every inducement and _ solicita- 
tion, proceeds by unanimous con- 
sent to consider resolutions of 
the highest privilege—reported from no 
columittee, having no place on any calendar, 
but whi h take precedence of ‘unfinished 
business’ and ‘special orders,’ on which the 
yeas and nays are never called, and on which 
no negative vote has ever been recorded—and 
reverently pause, in obedience to the 
impulses of human nature, to contemplate 
the profoundest mystery of human destiny, 
the inystery of death. In the democracy of 
death all men, at least, are equal. There is 
neither rank nor station nor prerogative in 
the republic of the grave. At that fatal 
threshold the philosopher ceases to be wise 
and the song of the poet is silent. At that 
fatal threshold Dives relinquishes his millions 
and Lazarus his rags. The poor man is as 
rich as the richest, and the rich man is as poor 
as the pauper. The creditor loses his usury 
anid the debtor is acquitted of his obliga- 
tion. The proud man surrenders his dignity, 
the politician his honors, the worldling 
his pleasures. Here the invalid needs no 
pliysician, and the laborer rests from un- 
requited toil. Here, at least, is nature’s 
final decree in equity. The irony of fate 
refuted. The wrongs of time are re- 
dressed and injustice is expiated. The un- 
equal distribution of wealth, of honor, capac- 
ity, pleasure and opportunity, which make 
life cruel and inexp licable a tragedy, 
ceases in the realms of death. The strongest 
has there no supremacy, and the weakest 
needs no defense. The mightiest captain 
succumbs to that adversary wlio  disarms 
alike the victorfand the vanquished James 
Nelson Burnes, whose life and virtues we 
commeniorate to-day, was a man whom Plu- 
tarch might have described and Vanpyke por- 
trayed. Massive, ruggid and robust, in motion 
slow, in speech serious and deliberate,grave in 
aspect, serious in demeanor, of antique and 
heroic mould, the incarnation of force. As I 
looked for the last time upon that  counte- 
enance, from which, (for tle first time in so 
many years) no glance of  friendiy recogni- 
tion nor word of welcome came, I retlected 
upon the impenetrable and insoluble ‘mystery 
of death. Dut, if death be the end, if the life 
of Burnes terminate ‘upon this bank and 
shoal of time,’ if no morning is to dawn upon 
the night in which he sleeps, then sorrow has 
no consoiat ion, und this impre ssive and _ sol- 
emn ceremony, which we observe to-day, has 
no more significance than the painted pageant 
of the stage. If the existence of Burns was 
but a troubled dream, his death oblivion, what 
avails it that the senate should pause to re- 
count his virtues? Neither veneration or rev- 
erence are due the dead if they are but dust, 
no cenotaph should be reared to preserve for 
posterity the memory of their achievements 
if those who come after them are to be cnly 
their suecessors in annihilation and extine- 
tion. Iftin this world only we have hope and 
consciousness, duty must be a chimera; our 
pleasures and our passions should be the 
euides of our conduct, and virtue is indeed a 
superstition if lifeends atthe grave. This 
the conclusion which the philosophy of nega- 
tion must accept at last. -Such is the felicity 
of those degrading precepts which make the 
epitaph the end. If the life of Burnesis a 
taper that is burned out, then we treasure his 
memory and his examplein vain. And the 
latest prayer of his departing spirit has no 
more sanctity to us, who soon or late, must 
follow him, than the whisper of winds that stir 
the leaves of the protesting forest or the mur- 
mur of waves that break upon the complaining 
shore.”’

JEF F ERSON DAVIS. 


What He Thinks of Clevelhna, Harrison and 
Blaine. 

A correspondent of the St. 
recently visited Jefferson Davis at Beauvoir. 
WIites: 

On the day of the visit in question, Mr. Davis was 
feeling quite ill, andas a consequence he did not rise 
until after the noon hour. He is troubled somewhat 
With sciatica, but aside fom that his general health 
is good. He is now pasteighty years of uge, his lust 
birthday having been the 3d of last June, and yet 
he stands as straight as ever he did in his life, but 
his step has not that firmness and elasticity which 
marked it a dozen years ago. His head is cov- 
ered with a good coating ot hair, and like his short- 
cropped full beard, itis as white as snow. His deine y 
bearing, 80 quickly observed on his «m'rance into 
the parlor, is that of the polishe d southern gentie- 
man, and his first word afier introduction isenough 
to make you feeilthat vou may beat ease during the 
remainder of yourstay. A'though his hair is white 
and his voice not so strong asin the prime of lite, 
Mr. Davis is intellectually as clear and bright as 
ever,and his fund of humor, instead of diminishing, 
seems to be growing greater, 

MR. DAVIS ON CLEVELAND AND HARRISON, 

His knowledge of men and ailairs is very exten- 
sive, and he converses freely about them, butina 
quiet way. When asked by the writer if he would 
give expression fo his views on certain public ques- 
tions for publication, he firmly but politely declined 
to do so. On this point he said: 

“In regard to my opinions on current politics, you 
will pardon me for declining to give them for the 
press. You need not to be told that there is a pre- 
Vailing prejudice against me in your section which 
would render me powerless to benefit the public by 
the presentation of my views -in the manner pro- 
posed. I have uniformly refused to be interviewed 
in regard tomen and measures, though it is pleas- 
ant privately toconverse, * #* ‘* % especially as 
in your Case, about the persons and events in my 
early life.” . 

However, while Mr. Davis declined to be formally 
“‘interviewed,”’ he freely referred in the course of 
conversation to matters of public interest. 

As to President Cleveland, Mr. Davis thought he 
had given the country avery good administraiion, 
and that, had be not dabbled witb ‘“‘civil service 
reform,’’ he would have been re-elected. By saying 
this about the “civil service’ he did not mean to be 
understood as opposing it, but on the contrary he 
believed the affairs of government should be run 
on a proper civil service plan, 

As to General Harrison, Mr. Davis said but little. 
Ile did not know him personally, but he seemed to 
have considerable faith that he would make a good 
president, because he was the descendant of another 
Benjamin Harrison, who lived in Virgiuia during 
the early history of that state, and wason record as 
a strong state’s rights Jman. Mr. Davis evidently 
believes in the maxim that “straws show which 
way the wind blows,’’ although those straws are old 
ones. What General Harrison’s southern. policy 
would be he did not know, but, as to affairs in the 
States theinselves, he thought they would be taken 
care of all right if left alone. 

As to Harrison’s cabinet Mr. Davis believed that 
Senator Allison would make a good secretary of the 
trearury should he finally consent to take the posi- 
tion, but Mr. Blaine for secretary of state or any 
other seat in the cabinet he did not like at all. His 
opinion as to the latter is like that of other southern 
men,

great pleasure to say thatall the good and encour- 
aging accounts given ofitin former reports can be 
truthfully repeated here. Finanelally, the past 
year has been one of the most prosperous in the 
history of the institution; as the financial statement

before. 

The healthfulness of the inmates, as usual, has 
been very good. One denth occurred, Jolhunie 
Meehan, of Atlanta, who died of consumption—his 
father and mother having died of the same disease. 
Many of the children are delicate and sickly when 
received, and itis remarkable how soon they grow 
well and strong. In the thirteen years during 
which the orphamage has been located here, only 
four deaths have occurred out of an aggregate num-~ 
ber of nine hundred boys, and they died of chronic 
troubles with which they were afflicted when ad- 
mitted. This record shows how judiciously and 
tenderly the health of the children is looked after 
by the devoted sisters. 

The moral conduct of the boys has always been 
satisfactory. as pastreports show. If any exception 
is to be made this year it is in fayor of the boys for 
their unvarying good conduct. I have received no 
reports of insub: riination or disrespect, and in no 
case have I found it nt essary toadminister corporal 
punishment; of course, the boys are boys, and as 
such require constatit care and watchfulness; but 
the sisters in charge know well how to secure re~ 
spect and,obedience by kind and gentle firmness. 
The good sisters, of course, do their work purely for 
the love of God and their neighbor, with the sole 
desire of drawine the dear orphans nearer to God, 
and instilling into their young hearts motives of 
love for the sweet religion of Christ, which alone 
can produce such examples of self-sacrifice and 
devotion. 

A sodality of St. Joseph is formed of the oider 
boys, and one of the holy infants for the younger 
ones. Through the kindness of friends they are 
provided with suitable bauners and regalia, which 
they use from time ty time in religious procession, 

With regard to the schouls, they speak for them- 
selyes, ‘The ‘arge number of visitors at the public 
examinations held in June, can testify to the pro- 
ficiency of the boys in their various studies, 

Tae primary classes were examined cm the even- 
ing of June 26th, from 2 tod o'clock, andthe gram- 
mar grade on the morning of the 27th, from 9 to 
12:30 o’clock. Visitors were unanimous in their 
ex pressions of delight at the bright and happy faces 
of the boys, as well as at their correct and ready 
answers, aud declared them more than a match for 
older boys of other schools, The studies of the pri- 
mary Classes are those common tothat grade, while 
those of the grammar grade, besides the usual read- 
ing, writing and spelling, include geography, 
United States history, grammar, arithmetic, alge- 
bra and natural philosophy, vocal music, map and 
free-hand drawing are also taught. Arrangements 
have recently been made for teaching telegraphy 
practically,and several of the boysare now receiving 
instructions, The honors offered as an incentive 
to study were awaided as follows: First honor, good 
eouduct, gold medal awarded to Master Joseph 
Faughner, of Macon; second honor, gold me lal, 
{OF first scholarship, to Master Charlie Moran of At- 
inta; third honor, gold medal, Christian doctrine, 

Master Franks Melntyre of Sivannah; fourth 
honor, gold medal for second scholarship, to Master 
Eddie Havens of Macon; fifth honor, silver medal 
for catechism, to.Muster Willie Sheron of Augusta; 
sixth honor, silver medal for drawing, to Maste r 
Johnnie Brenner of Savannah. Book premiums 
and pictures were awarded to other boys acvording 
to merit. Of course the schools could be taught and 
managed without awarding medals and books, but 
as -it- Is. often charge l, and sometimes 
truthfully that orphan asylums are 
places where oor helpless children are 
huddled together and barely fed and clothed, with 
little orno attention paid to their education, and 
where bo eflort is nade to make them feel that the 
world has honors aud prizes. in store for them, if 
they try to secure them, as well as for children 
hensed with parents and. bomes, [thought it weuld 
be well to try to provide a model school for the 
orphan boys intrusted to mv care, Thankstothe 
co-operation of the sisters in charge and the gener- 
osity of the benefacrors, results show the success 
obtained, 

I would again call attention to the list of lady 
collectors and theamounts opposite their names in 
the financial statement. These generous and self- 
sacrificing women deserve the highest praise for 
what they have done towards the maintenance of 
this great charity. Most of them have spared 
neither time nor labor’ to make their collections 
regularly each month, thereby doing much. to 
lighten the labors and responsibilities or others 
on whom the orphans have greaterelaims, They 
certainly deserve wellof the orphaus and their 
friends. The boys here have been taught to love 
these devoted women and to offer their grateful 
prayers toGod that He may bestow His choicest 
blessings on them here and hereatier. I most 
sincerely thank each and allof them forthe great 
and constant helpthey have given me,and will 
unite my prayers to those of the orphans that they 
may be biessed, as God alone can bless, for time and 
for eternity. 

The ten sisters of St. 


Joseph in charge of the 
domestic affuirs have, as heretotore, been most, de- 
voted to their respeciive duties, accomplishing won- 
ders in making your orphan boys the brightest, 
happiest aud best lot of boys}to be found anywhere. 
Surely the Favior, who does not let the giving of a 
cup of cold water, in His name, go uprewarded, has 
a grand surprise of joy and gladness in store for 
these devoted religious, 

Christmas, thanks to the foresight of the sisters 
and generosity of benefactors, was made a most 
happy day. Each and every boy was made the 
recipient of one or more appropriate gifts, and a 
grand Christmas dinner was provided for them. 

The donors ot the Christmas fesfivities will be 
sufficiently thanked when they are assured that 
they succeeded in making the Christmas of 1888 a 
memorable one in the annals of St. Joseph’s Male 
orphanage. 

The farm of sixty-four acres has been worked to 
the bestadvantage. A large portion of it 1s used as 
pastvrage for six cows, a horse, and for the raising 
of hay to feed them in winter. Various kinds of 
vegetables are raised in their seuson, and these, with 
the milk, eggs aud butter obtained, help largely to 
lessen expenses. One bale of cotton was 
raised last year, and is accounted for in 
firrancial statement. The ouly persons about the 
institution receiving waxes are the farm hand and 
cook. The farm and stock are in good condition. 
Some new fencing is necessary which will cost, ac~ 
cording to estimate, about one hundred dollars. 
The Orphanage has been favored by several be- 
quests during the year, Miss Sajlic Burns and Mrs, 
Rosanna Brady left money, which is accounted for 
in the financial statement. The late Mr. Michael 
Colclough, of Augusta, Ga., also graciously remem- 
bered (bis institution in his last will and testament. 
by leaving a third share in valuable property which 
will bring an annual income of several hundred 
dollars to its support. This income will gin to 
be availab le about the first of next October. 

Meaus will be taken to perpetuate the memory of 
these benefactors, by having their pictures hung in 
the orphan’s school room, and by having an ac- 
count of their generous deeds written in the books 
of the institution, 

It may be well to state here that the orphanage 
is incorporated according to the laws of the state of 
Georgia, under the name and title of St. Joseph's 
Male Orphanage, Washihgten, Ga., and all legacies 
should be bequeathed to it under that title io secure 
their proper payment. 

The year has been @ more or less disastrious one, 
by reason of the great injury done rye by pro» 
tracted droughts and devastat! ng floods, but the 
triends of the orphans everywhere, in spite of the 
scarcity of money, have been as generous as in more 
prosperous years. The people of Augusta were sorely 
fried by the ravages of an u nprecedented tlood, and 
yet they were most generous to the orphans in the 
annual coliecton, as the fipancial statement shows. 
Atlanta's contribution is also large, while Macon, 
Washington and Columbus surpass the contributions 
of fast year. Atten tion is called to the fact that. 
while Savannah’s whole c Pane od ion is the largest 
by ter ison of be: juests and special donations, the 
‘ral collection made by the lady collectors is

In 
admitting boys the pastors of the various parishes 
are usually consulted regarding the needs and 
merits of the applicant. Insome cases we may 
have been imp sed upon, butit is better to be ac~ 
cused of too great leniency in dealing with orphans 
and their needs, than of harshness and severi 

The aggregate number of boys cared for during 
the year was one hundred and one, Of these forty- 
one — from Savannah,twenty-three from Atianta, 
twonty one from Augusta, three from Athens, four 
inion Mac on, four from Washington, twofronrSharon, 
one from Mil ledg reville, one from Darien, one from 
Wrightsvi i two from Columbus. Thirty-one 
were received during the year; eleven Trom 
Savannah. tem from Augusta, six from At- 
lanta, two from Macon, two from Wash- 
ington. During the year thirty-eight 
have been provided w ith laces or returned to rela- 
tives, and one died, which leaves sixty-two boys at 
the Orphanage, accre dited as follows: Savannah 
twenty-eight, Atlanta eighteen, Angustaten, Athens 
two, Washington two, Macon one and Columbus 
one.

THE DECAY OF LYING—Osear Wiide 
teenth Century. 

This “Protest” is a brilliant piece of word 
painting. sharp satire and original criticism, 

It isa mistake to suppose thatthe habit of 
lying is kem alive by politicians. They never 
rise above the level misrepresentation, and 
to prove, to discuss, to 
from the temper 
the true liar, with his frank, 
fearless statements, his suj;erb irresponsi- 
bility, hls healthy, natural disdain of proof of 
any «iid. Afterall, whatisa fine lie? Sim- 
ply that which is its own evidence. Ifa man 
is sufficiently unimaginative to produce evyi- 
denee in support of a lie, he might just as well 
speak the truth at once. 

Lying is treated as an art. Facts arenot 
merely finding a footing in history, but they 
are usarping tie domain of — fancy, 
and have invaded the kingdom of romance. 
Their chilling touch is over everything. They 
are vulgarizing mankind. The crifde com- 
mercialism of America, its materializing spirit, 
its indifference to the poeticai side of things, 
and its lack of imagination and of high unat- 
tainable ideals, are entirely duc tothat country

having adonted for its national heroa man 
who, according to his own confession, was in- 
capable of telling a lie, and it is not too much 
to say thatthe story of George Washington 
and the cherry tree, has done more harm and 
in a shorter space of time than anyother moral 
tale in the whole of literature. 

People have a careless way of talking about 
a ‘born liar’ just asthey talk about a ‘born 


} 
subtle 
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poet.’ But in both cases they are wrong. 
Lying and poetry are arts, and as Plato said, 
arts not unconnected with each other. They 
have their technique just as the more material 
arts of painting and sculpture have their 
secrets of form and color, their 
craft mysteries, their deliberate artistic 
methods. As one knows the poet by his fine 
music. So one can recognize the liar by his 
rich rytimic utterances, and in nei®#her case 
will the casual inspiration of the moment suf- 
fice, Practice must precede perfection. -But 
in modern days while the fashion of writing 
poetry has become far too common,the fashion 
of lying has almost fallen into disrepute. 
Manv a young man startsin life with a natural 
gift for exagveration, Which might grow into 
something great and wonderful,butasarule he 
agoimes to nothing. 

Iie either falls into careless habits of accu- 
racy, or takes to frequenting the society of the 
aged and the weil informed. Both things are 
equally fatal to his imagination as they would 
be to the imagination of anybody, and in a 
short tine he develops a morbid and un- 
healthy faculty of truth telling, begins to 
verify all statements made in his presence, has 
no hesitation in contradicting people who 
are younger than himself, aud often ends 
by writing novels which are so like life that 
no one can possibly believe them. 

This is not an isolated instance, but only one 
example outof many. If something be not 
done tocheck or modify our. monstrous wor- 
ship of facts art will become sterile and beauty 
will pass away from the land. 

[Even Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson, that de- 
lightful master of fanciful and delicate prose, is 
tainted with this modern vice. The Black 
Arrow is So inartistic that it does not contain 
asingle anachronism to boast of, while the 
transforination of Dr. Jekyll reads like an ex- 
periment out of the Lancet. RideMHaggard 
had once the makings of a perfectly 
magnificent liar, but he is now soafraid of 
being suspected of genius that when he does 
tell us anything marvelous, he feels bound to 
invent a personal reminiscence, and to put it- 
into a footnote asa kind of cowardly corrobo- 
ration. Myr, Henrv James writes fiction as if 
it were a painfal duty, and 
wastes upon mean motives and 
imperceptible ‘‘pojuts of view,’’ hia meat 
literary style, his felicitous phrases, his swift 
and caustic satire, Mrs. Oliphant prattles 
pleasantly about curates, lawn tennis parties, 
domesticity and other wearisome things. Mr, 
Marion Crawford has immolated himself upon 
the altar of local color. He is like the ladyin 
the French comedy, who is always talking 
about “le beau ceil d’ Italie.” Robert Els- 
mere is, ofcourse, a masterpiece—-a masterpiece 
ef the “genre ennuyeux,” 

In France things are not much better. M. 
Guy de Maupaisant with his keen mordant 
irony and his hard yivid style, strips life of the 
few poor rags that still cover her and shows 
us the foul sore and fesiering wound, He 
writes lurid littic tragedies in which every- 
body is ridiculous, bitter comedies at which 
one cannot laugh for very tears. M. Zolatrue 
to the lofty principle that he lays down 
in one of lis prounnciamentos on. literature, 
“f/lounsn de genie ui a pamais de l’esprit’’ is 
determined to show that if he 
has not genius he can at 
least be dull. And how well he succeeds! He 
is not without power. Indeed, at times, as in 
Gerunnal, there is something almost epic in 
his work. But his work is entirely wrong from 
beginning to end, not on the ground of morals, 
but on the ground of art. From = any 
ethical standpoint his work is just what 
it should be. He is perfectly truthful 
and describes things exactly as they happen. 
His characters have their dreary vices and 
their drearier virtues, absolutely without in- 
terest. Who cares what becomes of them? 
In literature we require distinetion, charm, 
beauty and imaginative power. 

As for George Meredith, who can define 
him’? His style is chaos, illumined by flashes 
of lightning. As a writer he has mastered 
evervthing except language: as a novelist he 
ean do everything except tell a story; as an 
artist be is everything except articulate. But 
Whatever lie is, he is not a realist: or rather 
re is a child of realism who is not on speaking 
terms with his father. 

As for Balzac, he was a most remarkable 
combination of the artistic temperament with 
the scientific spirit. The latter he bequeathed 
the former was entirely his 
oOWn. A ste udy course of Balzac reduces our 
living friends to shadows and our acquaint- 
ances tothe shadows oi shades. But Balzac is 
no unore a realist than Holbein was. He ecre- 
ated life, he did not copy it. 

Pure modernity of form is always somewhat 
Vulgarizing. It cannot help being so. The 
only beautiful things, as somebody once said, 
are the things that do not concern us. 
We shonid have no preferences, no 
prejudices, partisan feeling of any 
kind. Itis exaetly because Hecuba is noth- 
ing to us that her sorrows are such an adiira- 
ble motive ior a tragedy. 

Charles Reade wrote one beautiful book, 
The Cloister and the Hearth, a book as much 
aAboy hs Nomol tas Romola is above Daniel De- 
ronda, and the rest of his life is a foolish 
attenipt to be modern, draw publie attention 
to the stateof our convict prisons and the 
management of private lunatic asylums. 

We have mistaken the cominon liverv of the 
age for the vesture of the Muses, and spend 
our daysin the sordid streets and hideous 
suburbs of onr vile cities, when we should be 
out on the hillside With Apolio, Cortainly we 
“re a degrade dl race, and have sold our birth- 
right fora LMCSS of facts.

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| manner, costume and accent of real people, 

they would pass unnoticed in a third-class rail- 
way carriage. And yet how wearisome the 
plays are! They do not succeed at producing 
even that impression of reality at which they 
aim. and which is their only reason for ex- 
istence. 

What is trné about the drama and the 
novel is no less true about those arts that we 
call the decorative arts. The whole history of 
decorative art in Europe is the record of the 
struggie between Orientalism, with its frank 
rejection of imitation, its Jove of artistte con- 
veition, its dislike to the actual repre- 
sentation of any object in nature, 
and our own imitative spirit. Our rugs and 
carpets of twenty years ago, with their healthy 
national feeling, their insane worship of 
nature, their sordid reproductions of visible 
objects have become, even to the Philistine, : 
source of laughter. 

We look back on the ages ‘entirely through 
the medium of art, and art, very fortunately, 
has never told us the truth. What de tie 
drunken beors and brawling peasants of Dutch 
arttell us about the great soul of Holland? 
Do you believe that the Athenian women 
were like the stately, dignified 
figures of the Parttrenian freize. 
or like those marvelous goddesses“who sat in 
the triangular pediment of the same building.’’ 
An authority like Aristopheues, fer instance, 
tells us that Athenian ladies laced tightly, 
wore fiigh-heeled shoes,dyed their hair yellow, 
painted their faces, and were exgetly like any 
silly creatures of our own day. Frisk Japan- 
ese art. These people are really the deliber- 
ate creation of certain artists. In fact, the 
whole of Japan isa pure invention. There is 
no such country and there are no such people. 
One of our most charming painters went re- 
cently to Japan in the foolish hope 
of seeing the Japanese. All he saw, 
all he had the chance of painting were a few 
lanterns and some fans. If we wish to under- 
stand a nation by means of its art, let us look 
at its architecture or its music. 

That some change will take place before this 
century has drawn toaelose, we have no doubt. 
Bored by the tedious and improving conversa- 
tion of those who have neither the wit to exag- 
erate por the genius to romance, tired of the 
intelligent person whose reminiscences are 
always based upon memory, society sooner or 
later must return to its lost leader, the cultured 
and fascinating liar. Whatever his name or his 


race, he was certeinly the true founder of so 

dial intercourse. Fér the aim of the. liar is 
simply to charm, to delight, to give pleasure. 
He is the very basis of civilized society, and 
without him a dinner party, even at the man- 
sions of the great, it as dell as a lecture at the 
Koyal sdciety, or a debate at the Incorporated 
Anthors. 

What we have to dois to revive this old art 
of lying. Much may be done, of course,-in 
the way of educating the public by amateurs 
in the domestic circle, at literary lunches and 
at afternoon teas. Kut this is merely the light 
and graceful side of lying, such as was proba 
bly heard at Cretan dinner parties. ~There 
are inany other forms. The last dectrine of 
the new esthetics is that lying—the telling of 


beautiful untrue things—is the proper aiin of 
art.

ILENDERSON STEEL —Scientifie American. 

The experiment of making steel from the 
pig iron of Alabama ata very reasonable cost 
has at last been practically solved by the Hen- 
derson process. To test the process, during the 
spring of 1858 a company erected a small fur- 
nacé, lining it with the best ordinary firebrick. 
The result of the iron made was, first, that 
steel of the finest quality as well as soft steel 
could be mdde, but the test demonstrated also 
that the firebrick used could not withstand the 
heat. The company was not discouraged, but 
doubled its capital to $40,000. With this it 
imported magnesia brick from Germany, and 
made a furnace of about 14 tons capacity a 
day. This new furnace was put into blast on 
Fovember 26, 1888, and has since been running 
continuously and without any injury to the 
magnesia brick. The gost of making the 
finest steel by this process and by this com- 
pany, limited as its plant is, will not exceed 
$22 per ton. Heretofore steel coull not be 
made out of the lower grade iron of the Birm- 
ingham and St. Louis districts by any process 
known which did not cost too much; but it 
looks now as if there would be a great revelu- 
tion in southern iron, and also in the steel 
business of Pennsylvania, as its iron will have 
energetic competition from Alabama. There 
is ore and coal enough, however, in the latter 
state to absorb all the Pennsylvania manufac- 
qories which des're to change their base of op- 
eration. 


FOUR HUNDRED MILLION METEORS DAILY. 
J; Noman Lockyer, in Harpers, 

Observations of falling stars have been used 
to determine roughly the ayerage number of 
meteorites which attempt to pierce the earth’s 
atmosphere during each twenty-four hours. 
Dr. Schmidt, of Athens, from observations 
made during seventeen years, found that the 
mean hourly number of luminous meteors vis- 
ible on a clear moonless night by one observer 
was fourteen, taking the time of observation 
from midnight tol a. m. : 

It has been further experimentally shown 
that a large group of observers who miglit in- 
clude the whole horizon in their observations 
would see about six times as many as are visi- 
ble to one eye. Professor H. A. Newton and 
others have calculated that, making all proper 
corrections, the number which might be visi- 
ble over the whole earth would be a little 
greater than 10,000 times as many as could be 
seeli at one place, From this we gather that 
not less than 20,000,000 luminous meteors fall 
upon our planet daily, each of which in a 
dark, clear night would present us with the 
well-known phenomenon of a shooting star. 

This number, however, by no meaus repre- 
sents the total number of minute meteorites 
that enter our atmosphere, because many en- 
tirely invisible to the naked eye are often seen 
in telescopes. It has been calculated that the 
number of meteorites, if these were included, 
would be increased at least twenty-fold; this 


would give us 400,000,000 of meteorites falling 
in the earth’s atmosphere daily.

One of the most striking figures on this con- 
tinent, especially striking at the present june- 
ture, is Sir John Macdonald, the virtual ruler 
of Canada. 

Here are two pictures of him, one bya 
Canadian, and one by a citizen of the United 
States. 

Mr. Charles Dudley Warner says in the 
March Harpers: 

“For many years Sir John A, Macdonald has 
been virtually the ruler of Canada. He has had the 
ability and skill to keep his party in power, while 
all the provinces have r mained or become liberal. 
I believe his continuance is due io his devotion to 
the national idea, to the development ofthe coun- 
try, to bold measures—like the urgency of the 
Canadian Pacific railway construction—for binding 
the provinces tozether and promoting commercial 
activity. Canada is proud of this, even while it 
counts its debt. SirJohn is worshipped by his 
party, especially by the younger men, to whom he 
furnishes an ideal,asastatesmanu of bold concep- 
tions and courage. He is disliked as a politician as 
cordially by the opposition, who altribute to him 
the same policy of adventure that was attributed to 
Beaconsfield, Personally he resembles that remark- 
able man. Undoubtedly Sir Johu adds prudeuce to 
his knowledge of men, and his habit of never cross- 
ing a stream till he getstoit, has gained him the 
sobriquet ot “Old Tomorrow.” He is a man ofthe 
world as well as a man of affairs, with a wide and 
liberal literary taste.”’ 

Professor Schurman says in the Forum: 

“Great men are the guide-posts and land-marks 
in the state.’ Sir John Macdonald has been the 
real ruler of the dominion since its formation, ex- 
cepting only the few years of Mr. Mackenzie’s ad- 
ministration. Has the organizing spirit that 
framed the confederatiop. His enemies describe 
him as an astute politician, a skillful party leader, 
an adroit yarliamentarian. Hestory will record 
him a great statesman and rank him with the fore- 
most. But these qualities alone could not have 
socured him for a score of years the government oi 
confidence and affection. of the 
people. He has feit and responded to their aspira- 
tions for nationality. Hebas given them a national 
policy, And with their support he has accom- 
plished a work of constructive statesmanship which 
is destined to leave the impress of his geniuson the 
map of North America with a vividness inferior 
only to that of Washington, of Jefferson, and of 
Lincoln. 

VENUS, THE EVENING STAR.—Scientific Ameri- 
ean, 

Mr. Walter H. Smith, president of the Astro- 
Meteorological association, Montreal, has been 
making special observations on the planet 
Venus with the aid of a: reflecting telescope,

THE MANIFEST DESTINY OF CANADA—Profes- 
sor J. G. Schurman, in the Forum. 

This article will open the eyes of Americans 
who have been in the habit of looking on Can- 
ada as a province. 

Professor Schurman, who 
makes un able and patriotic 
the anti-annexation view. 

Though opinions will differ as to the force 
of the argument, every one must admire the 
patriotic spirit of the article: and it gains 
strength from that yery fact, for men in Can- 
ada as elsewhere are quick to respond to the 
sentiment that has endeared Sir Walter Scott 
to patriots in every land. 

After a brief, but impressive summary of the 
resources of Canada, with 500,000 square miles 
more territory than the United States, 
ewith her in.mense wheat* growing 
Parabola 1,000 miles iong and 
500 miles wide, her coal belt 100 miles wide by 
500 long, her vast mineral] interests, her fisher- 
ies and her illimitable forests, he shows us 
that the population of the country increased 
proportionately faster in the first hundred 
years of its settlement than the United States, 
and he argues that the best lands of the United 
States are taken up and the tide of immigra- 
tion must soon turn tothe great rich north- 
west domain of Canada. 

He then undertakes to show that the federal 
government of Canada, though largely mod- 
eled on ours, is better by having avoided fea~ 
tures which time has demonstrated to be de- 
fects. The main difference is greater central- 
ization, with the power of the executive (the 
queen) to veto acts of the provincial legisla- 
tures. All powers not specially delegated by 
the constitution to the provincial government 
are reserved to the federal government—ex- 
actly the reverse of the rule in this country. 

He speaks eloquently of independence, 

‘T have now des.ribed the territory, resources 
financial condition, population and political organ~ 
ization of the dominion of Canada. The picture, 
though faithful, may be somewhat new to Amer 
cans, whose view of Canada might be summed up 
in the words: ‘We bave a little sister, and she 
hath no breasts.’ Itremains to inquire what polit- 
ical destiny the Canadians, under the influence of 
the agencies and circumstances just described, are 
likely toachieve. The future, I take it, will reseme 
ble the past. Mencannotorder a new system of 
government like a new suit of clothes. Nor have 
Anglo-Saxons the inclination. Canadians, there- 
fore, will walk in the old paths, with only such de- 
viations as circumstances may suggest. But the 
dritt of Canadian polity since 1810, and especially 
since 1867, may be described ina singie phrase, as 
‘growing sovereignty.’ The fiscal independence 
of Canada was officially recognized and proclaimed 
in the British house of commonsin 1579. In reply 
to a question of Mr. John Bright's on the Canadian 
protective tariff, the secretary for the colonies an-« 
bounced for the government that it deemed that 
‘the fiscal policy of Canada rested, subject to treaty 
obligations, with the dominion parliament.’ The 
internal sovereignty.of Canada has therefore been 
attained, both in ‘substance andin form. And Sir 
John Macdonaid has declared: 

‘*] am, as far as this question goes, up to the han 
die a home-ruler. We will govern our own country. 
We will puton the taxes ourselves. If we choose 
to misgovern ourseives, we will do so, and we do 
not desire England, Lreland or Scotland to tell us 
we are fools,” : 

But, furthermore, even in foreign Affairs Great 
Britain figures less as the suzerain of than 
fe potherly helper and supp If she nego-

tiates Canadian treaties, she does it in the way Can- 
ada de-ires. 

In conclusion he gives us to understand that 
the Monge doctrine may prove a stumbling 
block and closes with some impressive thoughts 
on the federation of the British empire: 

With the United States we earnestly desire friend- 
ship, intercourse and unalloyed peace. It is a 
double anachronism for you to vielt upon Canada 
the ancient sin of England. Americans are jealous 
of Enropean influence on this continent. © Yet their 
recem treatment of Canada has obliged her to lean 
strongly upon her European support. The senti- 
ment of imperial federation has struck* deep roots 
during the discussion of the fisheries question. 
Canada is the arbiter of her own destiny, and ifahe 
seeks it in federation, the Monroe doctrine (which 
in any case Is not the law of nations) could not be 
adapted to the coercion of a free people in the final 
settiement of their owti govertimént, 

Is Canada likely to choose imperial federation? 
That terms covers two meanings, It may stand for 
a federated state ( Bundesstat), or for a federation of 
states (Staatenbund). The American union, what- 
ever the original intention (and it was very differ- 
ent, according to Jefferson), has become, as every- 
body recoguizes since the civil war, a republic of 
the former character, though the equality of state 
representation in the senate survives as an element 
of the other syst@m. When imperial federation is 
talked about in Canada. it naturally suggesis the 
American pattern. Bettothat neither Canadians 
nor Englishmen could agr@, Not Canadians, for it 
would deprive them of their fiscal independence, 
and without conceivable gdvantage to countervail, 
it would entail partne:ship in European, African 
and Asiatic wars for interests not directly or even 
remotely related to their own. And not English- 
men, for prop :ttionate representation in parliament 
—to say nothing of equal representation in the upper 
house—would mean the ultimate absorption of 
England by Canada, Australia, New Zesland and 
the rest. England is now the stable center 
of her empire. Nay, it is her 
empire. But this scheme of . imperial 
federation would change all that. It would loosen 
England from her-mooripgs, and send her, the prey 
of constant diminution, to drift in an aimless cir- 
cuit of the globe she now girdles with her flag. 

There remaius the scheme of a league or tedera- 
tiotvof states. But Canada cou'd enter this only as 
an equal sovercign commonwealth. The object. of 
the federation might.be defense, or any other speci- 
fied purpose. Examples are found in the Germanic 
confederation be‘ore 1866, the Hanseatic league in 
mediwval Germany, and the Swiss confederation up 
to the present century. Imperial federation for the 
British Empire, might mean merely an advisory 
council of sovereign states. But whatever form it 
tovk, it would imply nattonality in severaity. It 
cah, therefore, scarcely be of this scheme that Sir 
John Macdonald says: ‘‘Imperial federation is ut- 
terly impracticable.” Such a union would be 
almost as practicable as the present alliance be~ 
tween Germany, Austriaand Italy. It might even 
be extended to include allthe English-speaking na 
tionsot the globe. It would gradually lead up to 
that court of envoys which, according to some 
Writers, is the great desideratum fir the sovereign 
states of Christendom. Thus, imperial federation, 
in its only feasible sense, would, in readjusting the 
reiations of Great Britain to her colonies, prepare 
the way for “the parliament of man, the federation 
of the world.”’

QUEER THINGS ABOUT SEX, 


Why More Boys are Born—Why do the Cities 
Produce More Girls? 

You have a boy and girl, twins, perhaps. 
Which will outlive the other? 

Nothing but death to both is certain, bat in 
all probability, if both pass the age of thirty- 
five, your girl will live the longest. 

In 1880 there were fifty millions of people in 
this country, and about 882,000 more males 
than females. That was only because more 
males-were born; the females live the longest. 
Of the centenariaus 1,409 were men and 2,607 


were women. 

The boys start out nearly a million ahead 

and arein the majority until the sixteenth 
year, when the girls are a little more numer- 
ous. Sweet sixteen is a numerous age, any- 
how. 
After that, first one and then the other is in 
the majority, the girls gradually gaining after 
thirty-six and leaving the men far behind after 
seventy-five. 

There are some interesting facts about the 
old people. The native whites constitute about 
three-fourths of the entire population but have 
only one-seventh of the centenarians. The 
colored is only one-eighth of the whole popula- 
tion, but -has three-fourths of the centenari- 
ans. 

There seems to be a providential provision 
to balance this longevity of the females. In 
almost every state a few more boys are born; 
not many more but almost always afew. It is 
astonishing to see where the census gives 
thousands and hundreds of thousands of boys 
and girls under one year old, there are, with 
one or two exceptions, always a few hundred 
more boys, and only a few hundred more. 

In only six of the forty-nine states and ter- 
ritories are more girls born, and in these states 
they are very slightly in excess—from eleven 
to eighty. These exceptions are Arizona, 
Delaware, Florida, Louisiana, Montana and 
North Carolina. 

The fact that the females are in the majority 
in all the origina) thirteen states but Delaware 
and North Carolina, especially in Massachu- 
setts and New England, has created the im- 
pression that there is something in the climate 
or in the people that produces more 
women than men. This is & popular 
but egregious error. In Massachusetts there 
were in 1880 437 more boys than girls under 
one year of age. The males are in the minor- 
ity in almost all the eastern states because 
many of the young men go west. All over 
the west there is an excess of men, and those 
who are not foreigners have been withdrawn 
from the states farther east. In the new 
states and territories this is most noticeable. 
In Idaho, for instance, there are twice as 
many males as females, but the male infants 
are only a little in excess of the females. 

The west is drawing heavily 
the manhood of the east. From 
this all the old states have suffered. Massa- 
chusetts seems to have lost more than any. 
There are parts of northern Ohio which are 
portions of New England removed. Massa- 
chusetts shows the loss and Ohio shows the 
gain, 

Another curious fact is that while all over 
the country more boys than girls are born, in 
cities and towns there are more girls 

Between the ages of five and seventeen in- 
clusive there are 4,680 more girls than boys in 
New York county, 1,708 more in Kings county, 
2.725 more in the city of Baltimore, 1,013 more 
in Suffolk county, Massachusetts, (Boston), 
2,009 more in Cook county, (Chicago,) Llinois, 
2,131 more in the city of St. Louis, 1,971 more 
in Philadelphia county and 2,633 more in the 

All these cities except 
New Orleans are in states where more boys 
than girls are born. 

There 
are 137 counties, and in all but 26 of them 
there aré more boys than girls. These 26 
counties include the 11 large towns and cities.

A BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


ARP ON THE LOUSENESS OF MORALS 
IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Speaks ‘Wery . Piain Words—Immoral 
Shows Sent Down South. 


There seems to be quite a commotion all 
over the country—not anything thrilling or 
alarming, but the public serenity seems to be 
distarbed. General Harrison has had a hard 
old time selecting cabinet timber. Like an 
old farmer who is hunting a board tree, he has 
to chip out a great many before he finds one 
that will do and eventhen he may make a 
mistake. Some won’t split smooth, some are 
too brash, some too twisting and some won't 
splitatall. Ibope the general has selected 
good trees but he can’t tel) from chipping. 
When he begins to rive the boards I’m “afraid 
he will find some timber that will only split 
bastard fashion, and some that are badly 
warped and will have to be weighted down. 
But I reckon he has done his best, considering 
the character of the timber in the political 
forest. It is hard to find a good, straight, well- 
grained tree in those woods. 

Then there is that awful state of affairs in 
Connecticut that we read about. The 
tev Mr. Wheeler preached asermon in New 
Haven two weeks ago, in which he said that 
one-half of the society men in that re- 
fined cit¥ were engaged diligently in trying to 
the wives of the other half. He said that 
this assertion would bring similes to some faces 
and tears to others, and that the women were 
us corrupt as igie men, and the clubs and hotels 
were dens of debauchery and corruption. The 
picture he drew of northern society in the 
upper ciust in just awful to contemplate. 
Then there is that northern outrage at Man- 
chester, in the old granite state, that is too 
foul to write about. Theirown papers sav it has 
been going on for months and the virtimized 
women did not dare to tell of it. Iam afraid 
that itis not so unpoplara business as they 
make out or it would haye been stopped long 
ago. Downhere we would have sent for Judge 
Lynch and disposed of these _ fellows 
in double quick. {f wish we could do 
thingior that people, but we can't. 
were to send missionaries there it would 
good,for they have already got Moses and the 
prophets and Bill C handler, and if they will 
not hear them they would not hear an angel 
from heaven. 

The trouble with New England is she has 
too much transcendental, sublimated refine- 
ment. There are a great nany folks who have 
too much education. When it is properly 
mixed with work and moral training a man 
can’t have too much, but without these it is 
the curse of the nation. ‘Tle very latest sta- 
tistics prove that crime is increasing much 
faster than population; all sorts of crime — 
murder, theft, forgery, drunkness, debauchery 
and general cussedness. Hone sty, industry, 
truth and morality are ata discount in the 
great cities, especially among the rich and 
the politicians. These virtues fourish 
only in the country among the respectable 
working classes—not among the graduates of 
colleges, but among the common school people 
who have e nough learning to inake them en- 
joy their leisure in reading and not enough to 
de troy their fitness for the honest toil of 
human life. Mostof ovr race have got to 
work fora living, and this high college train- 
ing, somehow or other, breeds an inclination 
to dodge it. Over and over again it 
proven that in proportion to population their 
is five times as much crime in educated New 
England as there is among the uneducated peo- 
ple of the south. Dliteracy in New Hampshire 
averages only six per cent of their population, 
while ours is twenty-four per. cent, and yet 
their cases of crime average one to every ten 
persons, while ours is one to every ninety of 
our whites, and every twenty-two. of the 
negroes. This shows the difference in the 
moral training of the two _ sections. 
In New Hampshire there is one divorce 
every nine marriages, while at the soutl: it is 
only one in sixty-five. There up there a 
growing looseness of morals in the relation of 
man and wife, and this will account for the 
Manchester outrage and the lack of anything 
like summary punishment of the four brutes 
they have behind the bars. Wesee this loose- 
nessin their literature, their dime noyels, 
their spoctacular drama—even their traveling 
comedians who come down south bring it 
with them and set the same traps to catch our 
folks that catch their own. There was a show 
here in our towi the other night and the im- 
pertinent concern mailed in our postofiice a 
sealed letter to every young man in town 
which said:

It has been twen- 
ty-five years since we got whipped, and most 
all the men who did the fighting are dead, and 
it is too late to brag now.

composed it. That, in my opinion, the people 
should be protec ted from taking into their 
stomachs a compound of whose component 
parts they were ignorant. For, if the person 
who desired the medicine knew its contents, 
he would often refuse to purchase it, knowing 
that he would receive no benetit from it, an 

possibly an injury. 

The reply was that such an _e act 
would not pass; the pressure against such a 
measure by the manufacturers of such com- 
pounds would be too great. 

Now, if the proposal L intend making is 
adopted, the great body of manufacturers 
of commercial fertilizers who sell 
their goods in this state would 
cease business; but if the good of the farmer 
requires it, let their business end at once. The 
few should yield to the many, and no pressure 
or power should prevent our authorities from 
granting such rehefif the farmer is entitled 
Lo if. 

The protection afforded by the department 
of agriculiure is,in my opinion, wholly in- 
adequate toenable the farmer to know the 
value of the fertilizer that he buys. And I 
will proceed to show it.

no doubt were the manufacturers also: as 
they were putting such substances in their 
goods to give them a high percent of am- 
Monin without any knowledge of its prac- 
tical utility. Horns and hoofs of animals have 
ammonia in them that show itself in the 
chemist’s tests, but they have no value as a 
fertilizer for any crop. 

I have had also represented to me the use by 
@ northern factorv of bacon rind refuse, hides 
and other like sources for ammonia, all of no 
value tothe soj ,aithough containing ammonia, 
Our chenust has reached the highest 
Point in =6the)— science he represents, 
and ho One Can tell more 
than he does concerning the sample of fertil- 
izer sent him. 

A sanple of two soils may be sent the best 
Chemist in the world, and he cannot tel] by 
@ny testin his laboratory which is the most 
fertile, or what either soil is specially adapted 
for; and our state chemist will not deny that 
which I write. :

The substances show froin their appearance 
what they are; and, if atany time the com- 
missioner fears that the manufacturer is vio- 
lating his bond in any way, let him examine 
into the matter, and if necessary let him cal? 
in the aidof the chemist. But these sub- 
stances show for what they are, and need no 
analysis, especially if an agent of the depart- 
ment inspects their manufacture. 

A ruleshould be made upon whieh nothing 
should ever be allowed to infringe, That is, 
no substance not in itself of true vaiue 
as a fertilizer should be ailowed fo 
enter into any compound sold for use 
in this state. 

It may be said by those not understanding 
this subiect that the farmer had better have a 
guardian. In this matter he needsone. I 
need one myself. For example: At the end 
of jast year’s cotton planting I purchased 
a ton of fertilizer manufactured near 
our sea coast (I so suppose from the 
name given it) and on using it lam perfectiy 
satisfied that it was of no practical value as a 

ertilizer for cotton under which it was used. 
[am no theorist buat purport to be a practical 
farmer. I saw the fertilizer put down and the 
crop grown from it. I live on the farm and 
know from experience of what I am writ- 
ing. 

Itis very probable that the manufacturer 
thonght he was selling a good fertilizer, but 
they are not farmers,and,while great theorists, 
are generally densely ignorant of practical 
agriculture. 

A practical farmer, however unilettered he 
may be, will excel in the net results from the 
farm any theorist without practice. 

[have no prejudice or ill will 
manufacturer of fertilizers. 

But cry out, “Away with 
the cloak with which they hide their 
compounds. Away with the pretense that any 
special brand of fertilizer has any wonderful 
ingredient or power that is not possessed by 
others.”’ 

Let the farmer know in plain terms what he 
is buying. 

Let the pure 
farmer mix them 
manufacturer to mix them 
appear in simple terms that the ingredients 
used are of practical valne, and not a lot of 
terms such as ‘‘Insoluble and available phos-— 
phoric acid,’ ‘‘Ammonia, actual and poien- 
tial,’’ etc. 

Let the department forbid the sale of these 
“patent medicine compounds”’ atonce. If it 
enuses the manufacturers to suspend their 
business, the sooner they dosothe better for 
the great body of our people who till the soil. 

Should such rules be adopted it would re- 
lieve the farmer of the inspection fee that is 
always charged him by the merchant. 

To read the name of. many of these mixtures 
as set forth in the agricultural reports is sut- 
ficient to condemn the entire system. 

Such names as ‘Crown Guano,” “Dixie Gu- 
ano,’’**Empire Guano,’’ ‘King Guano,” “Lion 
Guano,” even going so far as to use the name 
‘‘Sea Fow!’’ and “Patent Pacific Guano,”’ when 
itis well known that none of these mixtures 
have a pound of guano in them, as the supply 
of guano from the Pacitic ocean has been ex- 
hausted for many years. Other names, such 
as ‘“‘complete cotton fertilizer’ ‘‘vegetable 
fertilizer,’’ etc. The manufacturer often 
giving different names to the same substance 
with no practical knowledge of their use. 

Away with such frauds and huimbugs. Give 
the farmers. light. Mr. Northen, in his able 
address at’ Brunswick, upon the situation of 
farmers in this state, says: ‘‘With a crop 
product of $67,000,000, Georgia spends $5,000,- 
000 for commercial fertilizers.”’ 

This evil is of great magnitude. It cries out 
from the ground for relief. 

Give that consideration to the farmer that 
we would ask for ourselves if we were in his 
place. If these views were adopted there 
would be no necessity for a bill now before the 
legislature known as the ‘‘Brady bill.’’ Thus a 
farmer would know what he is’ buying 
as well as if he were purchasing a bushel of 
corn. 

{If the department of agriculture feels a 
want of power, or refuses to move in this mat- 
ter, the legislature can and ought. 

My next and last letter will consider a 
remedy for the evils of ‘‘time prices’’ and the 
oppression of the railroads upon agriculture.

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Having read with pleasure and profit Hon. 
W. J. Northen’s address and your editorial on 
the condition of the farming interests, as well 
as much of the discussion in your columns, I 
have felt that much more might yet be said. 

Being an agricultural people, success in 
farming lies at the base of all true success for 
the southern people. Every man who loves 
his country and his children must feel a deep 
interest in all that helps or injures our farmers. 
If the tillers of the soi! fail to receive a fair 
return for their labor,{discouragement follows; 
and that soon leads to abandonment of the 
farm for something that promises better, or at 
least surer pay and perhaps less care and 
money. 

For years the best brain and the best muscle 
has been drawn away from our farms and only 
the refuse (so to speak) left. 

Enough young and able bodied men have left 
Georgia farms in the last twenty years to have 
entirely revolutionized the labor system and 
populated the waste places, and made our red 
hills blossom as the rose. They fill every de- 
partmentof business and populate all the west. 

The reason is plain. The farms have not 
been made remunerative. One of the princi- 
pal causes which has contributed to bring 
about this result, has been almest entirely 
overlooked in this discussion— 

TRYING TO CULTIVATE ALL THE LAND. 

As long as we feel that we must work all the 
land our whole system of farming is des- 
tined to comparative failure. This feeling 
causes us to look at the whole business through 
wrongly colored specks. 

The farmer feeling that all his land must be 
worked, must, first buy mules to plow it all, 
then he must buy corn to feed the mules. Hay- 
ing this much invested he nwust secure hands 
to plow and hoe; and hence he must bnild 
houses for these hands, and buy rations and 
guano for them, and keep up all the incidental 
expenses Which necessarily follow. 

Now, as we are large land owners, this neces- 
sitates large indebtedness and atrain of evils 
fearful to contemplate and more fearful to re- 
alize. If all this land was fresh and fertile 
and labor cheap and reliable, and we had cash 
and supplies on hand, this method might suc- 
ceed. 

But one-third of the Jand now in cultivation 
is too thin and worn to pay more than cost of 
cultivation if that much. If we would make 
up our minds to work two-thirds and rest one- 
third of our farms, there would be a creat dif- 
ference. While we continue to work it all. 
miuies will be high,for mules will die, and wa- 
ges W ill be high because of the demand. and 
we will buy old worthless mules. and make 
trades with laborers or tenants we know are 
not likely to be protitable. We will employ 
hands, feed and clothe a worthless class of la- 
bor and at their own price and not ours, 

AS sOOn as grass grows, al! the land being 
planted must be worked and cotton chopped, 
have us at their mercy and dictate prices. The 
same is true when picking time comes. Feel- 
ing our he! plesan: ve founder along, getting 
ceeper in the ire from year year, grum- 
bling all the hile about hard times and. 
“tarming won't pay.” The remedy is ample- 
cut down thi down 
the mule bill on third, ¢ feed bill one- 
third; and the ne wood bill, 
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rect and practicable. 

Land sowed and rested the year following 
will soon get from the rain, air ind rotting veg- 
etation, if nothing is burned off, all the neces- 
sary elements of the plant food in much cheap- 
er and more durable jorm than from commer- 
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“ial fertilizers, Count the sowing one fnll year 
and then rest one full year, following. This 
cannot be done while we try to cuitivate ‘‘all 
the land,’”’ 

Again, by this plan the farmers will have a 
littic time to think and read and plan and 
beantify their houses and render the farm at- 
tractive and profitable. Our boys will then 
prefer the farm to other places, and farming to 
other business. They will grow up contented, 
marry and settle down happy, multiply and 
replenish the earth, and build up scliools and 
churches and make the whole south a delight- 
some land todwellin. The land that is now 
being worked ata dead loss every year, will 
rest and refresh itself and come forth with re- 
newed strength and beauty. This fundamen- 
tal reformation will pave the way for varied 
crops and other reforms so much needed. If 
the Alliance will turn its attention to this 
measure they can soon work up a public senti- 
ment in its favor. 

Public sentiment once fally aroused the re- 
sult would be sure and speedy. Goonin your 
good work: you have never wrougiit in a field 
of richer promise. Line upon line will have 
its effect after awhile. 

In this field a properly conducted ‘‘ Experi- 
ment Farm’’ could and would do @grand work. 
No argument from human lips, or from human 
pen. convinces like occular demonstration. 

Let us have the Experiment Farm divorced 
from all overshadowing literary and social in- 
fluence, and conducted by practical farmers, 
and the day of southern prosperity will soon 
dawn, and that dawn open into full blown day. 
resplendent with real prosperity and permanent 
success and home-happiness.

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PLOW DEEP, THINK AND WORK 
HARD. 


It is evident to my mind thatthe farming 
question is one upon which much discussion is 
necessary. Not enough practical,but too much 
hteoretical questions have been submitted 
The proper solution has to be avcomplished by 
diligent research and drawing upon our 
past experionce. It has been said that any 
one who can guide a plow can successfully con- 
ductafarm.. It takes about as much science 
to conduct a farm probably as any other ayoca- 
tion. 

First knowing how and when ta do the best 
work on growing crops at certain periods; also 
to adapt certain cultivation in excessive wet or 
dry weather ;also preparation of the seed bed for 
the proper cultivation and fruition of crops, 
adaptability of certain manuria[ proper- 
ties of different manures on_ different 
soils; mellowness and thorough preparation is 
the great desidcratum and the one thing essen- 
tial to adduce theflargest yield. The great dis- 
cussion going on in your valuable paper ought to 
induce every thinking farmer to’subscribe. It 
opens questions that will set us to thinking, 
and will set some of us aright. We have 
great opportunities for improvemen if. we will 
study the situation from an impartial stand- 
point. 

We kill too much grass in Georgia to raise 
cotton to be priced in a foreign market at unre- 
muncrative prices. We have been doing it for 
time immemorial. Let us halt and think ofa 
remedy. I think the cotton growers could 
partially remedy this evil. England wants 
our cotton; being a manufacturing people, is 
compelled to have it, let us see to it that we 
have proper remuneration for our cotton. 

Here is a trueism—undoubtedly—no grass 
no cattle, no cattle no manure, no manure bh 
crops. We must intensify; bring about larger 
yields from better tilled acres. We will never 
do it with caustic fertilizers.. That renders no 
permanent improvement to oursoil. Vegeta- 
ble mould and the increment of stock is the 
solution of this problem. When I hear the 
guano question discussed, it reminds me cf 
one pouring in the bung and letting out at the 
faucet at the same time, to try and fill the bar- 
rel; hauling guano one way and cotton seed 
tomills, starving your lands and entailing 
poverty to our successors. Before [ close, let 
me add one word on deep ploughing. I can 
cite a man that bought a sulky plough. He 
hitched three mules abreast, broke up the 
land, that had been scratched over and not a 
stump in it. 

He was told that he would ruin his land. 
He put in his oats with same plow, broke 
first. sowed, then harrowed, then dragged to 
level, His cats were never killed by freezing 
out in cold weather, as shallow cultwre. Now 
he ruined his land for cotten in this way: 
The last report I have from his crop he was 
making thirty-five bales on thirty-seven acres. 
lie did it bv deep plowing, in conjunction 
with kainit and cotton seed composted. No, 
brother farmer, feed your land and it will 
teed you. Feed your brain, study the situa- 
tion and wait with patience the solution. 
Mind and muscle are twin brothers on the 
farming question. They will, if worked to- 
eether, unlock the rich resources of this much 
oppressed land, and then you can proclaim 
progress.

THE STILESBORO CLUL’S WORK 


Bartow Co., Ga., February 15, 1889,— 
Editors Constitution: I read in a recen 
of THE CONSTITUTION an interview with Mr. 
Zimsi Jackson, of the Petits Creek farmers, 
club, with great interest. The matters dis- 
cussed in the interview are of more than ordi- 
nary import to the writer, as he has through a 
strain of circumstances been metamorphosed 
froma lawyer to a farmer, and since the 
change alluded to the writer has devoted con- 
siderable thought to the matter of agriculture; 
its successes, failures, etc. In addition to this, 
the interest has been intensified, from the fact 
that the Petits Creek club was formed and 
operated on the basis of the Stilesboro Agri- 
cultural club, of which the writer is a member 

Now, asthe Petits Creek club is thus re 
lated to the  Stilesboro club, an as 
the details of the workings of the 
Petits Creek club seem to have 
awakened interest among the planters I have 
thonght it not inappropriate to give your read- 
ers a little insight into the workings of the 
Stilesboro club. The Stitesboro club is com- 
posed of fourteen members. The member- 
ship is by a fundamental law of the club lim- 
ited tothat number. Whena vacaney occurs 
itis filled by an election of the club. ‘The 
club meets monthly at the residence of one of 
its members. At these meetings dinner is 
served tothe club by the member at whose 
residence the meeting is held, and to these 
meetings the families of each member of. the 
club are invited. At these meetings the busi- 
ness of the club is transacted, and an essay 
is read by some member of the 
club appointed for that purpose, upon 
some subject pertaining to agriculture or its 
concomitants. 

After the reading of the essay a critical dis- 
cussion of itis gone into by the entire mem- 
bership. In this way an expression of opinion 
is obtained from al] the members present on the 
points discussed. At these meeting a report is 
made by alithe members relating to the seasons, 
progress of the farm, etc., during the preceding 
month. These reports are recorded by the 
secretary for future reference. Experiences 
of the members are also given. 

These meeting days of the club are spent by 
the families of the members in social inter- 
course, Whieh is a@ very important part of the 
club’s workings. 

In relation to the purchase of feriilizers, 
salt, farming implements and such other 
things as cannot be produced by the farmer, 
our club operates in the way indicated by Mr. 
Jackson in relation to the Pettis Creek club. 
We have a purchasing committee who buys for 
the entireclub. <A noteis given, if purchased 
on time, by one of our members to the seller 
for the entire amount of the goods purchased, 
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and then each member gives his nete to the 
purchasing member for the goods he gets. 
These notes are invariably cashed at maturity 
and the credit of the club is ten thousand per 
cent above its necessities. We purchase fer- 
tuizers from tive to eight dollars

Editors Constitution: Having read with in- 
terest the discussions between the farmers and 
the merchants, I beg space in your valuable 
paper to add afew thoughts. I think there is 
too much strife between them. Iam a sort of 
a merchant-farmercombined. I run acountry 
store, and make my own “hog and hominy,” 
besides, don’t buy a pound of meat, torn or 
flour for my own family, and don’t hire my 

work done, either; do it myself. 

What the south lacks to have plenty on 
every inan’s table, and be out of debt, is the 
idle labor employed. Idleness is one of the 
main causes of the depressed condition of the 
southern farmer. 

The merchant has to be at his post of duty 
from “early dawn to dewy eve’’ six days in 
every week and twelve months in the year. 
He makes a success in business; and show me 
a farmer who does the same, and I will show 
you one that is out of debt and contented. I 
notice the men who are making the most 
racket about hard times and high prices are 
those who work less—loaf around stores and 
public places and talk politics, while their 
wives are at home making fires and trying to 
keep the wolf from the door. It is 
true, we have “merchants who want to 
“hold both ends of the stake,’’ but we have 
some farmers that know how to take a pretty 
strong grasp on the ‘“‘stake’’ themselves. 

“High private’’ tells about going to Macon 
with ten pounds of butter and it only weigh- 
ing eight and one-half, butter is very often 
carried to the merchant in a condition that he 
has to dock it some way or he would loose 
money. Where he works the milk out and 
gots it in merchantable shape he has lost his 
pound and a half. 

We have too much, “if you cheat me I’ll 
cheat you.’’ The merchant has no confidence 
in his customer and the customer none in the 
merchant. We need more of the ‘‘golden

TAZEWELL, Ga., February 20.—Ediior of 
Constitutiou: I will not, as did the Charleston 
News and Courier, anticipate your ultimate 
conclusion in your investigation of the farm- 
er’s condition. Being a farmer myself and 
having to contend against the current of 
events, I propose to give my views of his conii- 
tion from afarmer’s standpoint. It is quite casy 
to formulate causes for his condition, but it 
seems tome that this sad condition may be 
traced to its first cause, and in doing so we 
find his condition to be the legitimate result 
of necessity. 

Immediately aftsr the late unfortunate war 
the ex-farmer soldier returning home found 
little else except his land, wife and children. 
In this condition and without a dollar, in many 
instances, he had to commence Jife anew. To 
build up his prosperity from this beginning 
seemed impossible, and he was compelled to 
seek assistance of the monied man, who util- 
ized the opportunit? of instituting a system of 
credit ruinous in its nature, but which the de- 
pendent farmer was forceda4o accept; hence 
with alarge class of our farmers there has 
been no improvement since the war. Our 
farmers might have breasted tiis condition of 
things if this oppression alone had met him, 
but the hindering causes to our farmer’s pro- 
eress were “legion.’’ We will, for brevity, 
give.our opinion of his condition, as learned 
from earnest investigation. We find 25 per 
cent hopelessly in debt, 25 per cont in debt 
with a prospective future, and 90 percent at 
least compelled to buy on time, whatever the 
sacrifice; and in addition to the foregoing I 
willsmention a few of the leading causes} pro- 
ducing this effect. Itis easy for us to put the 
responsibility for this condition upon the 
farmer himself,'and while it is true, that he is 
some extent responsible, there are other causes 
over which he can have no control. The protec- 
tive tariff—TuHe CONSTITUTION tothe contrary, 
notwithstanding—-comes in to play its part. If 
not, why such elamor for reform? My coat, 
which I now have on, as it reaches the port of 
entry is charged 40 cents per pound and 35 per 
centum ad valorem in addition, which enables 
the American manufacturer to advance in the 
price of such goods at least 70 per cent on the 
same goods. Then do I, as the consumer, not 
feel this burden? Under the present tariff of 
1883 and section 366, (let mo illustrate that 
you may see the force of my argument:) Take 

my overcoat, which weighs five pounds, 
and which, under section 366, is charged at the 
port of entry 40 cents‘per pound, making $2. 
Then assume that its actual ad valorem is $5, 
then 35 per centum ad valorem on 35 is $1.75, 
hence $2 based on weight and $1.75 on per 
centum ad valorem aggregates $3.75, which I 
pay into the national treasury if of foreign 
goods, or I am forced on account of this pro- 
tection to pay it into the pockets of the Ameri- 
can manufacturer, and yet this is so light and 
insignificant that the poor farmer is supposed 
not to feel it. A coat which duty free would 
cost me $5 under protection costs me $8.75 
The farmer is wrapped all over in like blessings 
—is fed on them—and poor fellow, when sick 
is forced to pay 80 cents per gallon protection 
on his castor oil. 

You tellus that che€p money is what the 
farmer needs, and in this you do not mistake; 
but what are the facts in the premises? Mr. 
A,a farmer, may own one thousand acres of 
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good land, well improved and in a high state, 


of cultivation, and, should he be forced to bor- 
row money is he permitted to hypothecate his 
land in avy national bank as a legal collateral’ 
We answer that he is not, but is forced to ap- 
ply to his factor or commission merchant, who 
will accommodate him at from 15 to18 per 
cent. Mr. A’s factor then takes the note given 
him aud gets the money from the bank at8 
per cent, makiug from 7 to 10 percent out of 
the transaction, or, in lieu thereof forces Mr. 
Ato seek relief in the ‘“‘long loan,” which 
would be the best plan but for two reasons. 
1. The rate per cent goes into the pockets of 
foreign capitalists instead of remaining here 
to help build up our interests.at home. 
For want of coupons on small amounts, en- 
abling the borrower to pay annually upon his 
debt. No people can besaid to bein a pros. 
perous condition so long as this drain upon their 
financial interests is permitted to sap the vitals 
of their wealth producing power. It is an 
axiom that all civilized governments have 
certain properties consisting of land, money 
and highways of commerce which are recog- 
nized as national property; that whosoever 
by whatsoever means, either by force or by 
constitutional laws, get contro! of these 
properties or any one of them acquire the de- 
mands from which all wealth is derived and 
the power of enslaving the people for their 
own use. Under this axiom the farmer is 
suffering. His lands are being sold under the 
“Jong Joan,’’ by English syndicates. Foreign 
capital hes monopolized our government 
lands to an alarming extent. Railroads are, 
throug’. legislation, getting ‘control of large 
tracts —our money j roing into the pockets of 
English Icrds. It is being extorted from the 
, iegisiation until today, 
is Be aning Imuer oppression, 
ced up in the treasury van ¢3 
ioing nog od but corruptiins and 
ring the nations ottests.

The question now is, can 
un 4 jong prosper when the farmer, 
ting 92per cent of her wealth I 
is thus burthened? Is it 
att r ol surprise thata di cade does n it m ; 
a retrograde instead of an advance? A county 
tempting to do 1 S legitimate business Witha 
norminal per capita must of necessity heap 
burthens upon some material industry, which 
usually falls upon its fgricuitura: interest. 
The wisdon (?) of our government in making 
the secretary of the state the sole directory 
and national! banks the financial agents of the 
government, as may be found on page 3650 
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federal law, enabling those banks to contract 
or expand at pleasure, thereby discouraging, if 
net actually controlling the prices of all farm 
products, which should be permitted to yield 
to the time-honored principles of supply and 
demand is, to say the least of it, questionable. 

In R. G. Dun & Co.’s review for Decem- 
ber 28, we find this language: “Speculation 
Was stimulated by currency, expansion prices 
becaine essentially artificial, and the connec- 
tion of the markets with the law of supply and 
demand was broken.’’ The farmer, more than 
any one else, mast fee! the foree of this argu- 
ment when a dollar teday will purchase 25 per 
cent more of him than some time back, this 
being a result, not of over production, bat of 
unwise legislation. 

The farmers of Georgia in 1887 paid into the 
state’s treasury $07,000 for the inspection of 
fertilizers, which went to the school fund. 
They, it is true, received their pro rata in com- 
mon with the citizenship of the state, but is 
it in accord with the principles of equity for 
the farmers of Georgia to pay for the educa- 
tional interest of the non-producer er for chil- 
dren whose parents did not contribute to the 
school fund from this source? This consti- 
tuted about one-fourth of the school fund for 
1887, which the farmers paid individually, and 
still itis not expected for the farmer to feel 
these burthens. 

(gain, the commercial world, for. the sake 
of convenience to its mercantile department, 
has instituted a system of canvass which taxes 
the laborers of Georgia $12,000,000 per annum, 
as stated by Mr. Atwater, president of the 
Drummers’ Protective association at Atlanta. 
This is another unnecessary: burthen which 
the farmer is compelled to endure, and yet he 
is expected to come up ‘like a lamb dumb be-

“The coffin was shoved into that old well,” 
said Uncle Jimmy, ‘and the well filled ap, 
and that was the first burial that occurred in 
the smallpox graveyard.,’’ 

They had a pretty rough time of it, and 
others were buried there from time to time. 
The seven graves that were disclosed in ex- 
cavating forthe Boulevard, are .evidently a 
portion of that burying ground. 

Out just beyoml that point some 
hardest fighting was done, but it is doubtful 
there wore any soldiers interred there.

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“CABINET TALK. 


THE SLATE THOUGHT TO BE MADE 
OUT, 


WITH THE EXCEPTION OF ONE PLACE 


The Struggle forthe Secretaryship of Agri- 
culture—Republican Disaffection at 
Having Blaine in the Cabinet. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—[{Special.]—There 
is only one cabinet vacancy tonight, 
and that is the secretaryship of agriculture. 
Who will fill this position is yet doubtfal. 
However, the chances seem to favor Senator 
Palmer, of Michigan, although itis the general 
talk around the Arlington tonight that he has 
been left out, and that either ex-Governor 
Furness, of Nebraska, or General Rusk, of 
Wisconsin, will fillthe vacancy. Furness is a 
practical farmer, being president of the 
Nebraska Agricultural association. His back- 
ing is very strong, but the friends of Senator 
Palmer are still confident, and some have even 
asserted that the Michigan senator has already 
been tendered and accepted the agricultural 
department. Either Palmer, Furness or Rusk 
would fill the position weil, and itis simply the 
influence of these three that keeps General 
Harrison in doubt. He will, however, proba- 
bly make a selection from the three to- 
night. The remainder of the cabinet still 
stands as mentioned in these dispatches last 
night. ‘They are: State, James G. Blaine, of 
Maine; treasury, William Windom, of Min- 
nesota; war, Redfield Proctor, of Vermont; 
navy, Benjamin F. Tracy, of New York; at- 
torney general, W. H. H. Miller, of Indiana; 
interior, John W. Noble, of Missouri; post- 
oftice, John Wanamaker, of Pennsylvania; 
agricuiture, Palmer, Furness or Rusk. 

CLARKSON WANTS TO GET IN. 

Clarkson's friends are still making great 
efforts to get him into the cabinet, and have 
today been exerting themselves to have Law 
Partner Miller turned down and Clarkson put 
in, but itis understood that General Harrison 
has determined to keep his partner in. Mr. 
Miller is not a politician, but is recognized by 
his fellow members of the bar in Indianapolis, 
irrespective of politics, asa great lawyer and 
an able man, and his friends say there is no 
question as to his ability to reflect credit upon 
the ofiice of attorney-general. 

THE SOUTH IGNORED. 

The south is certainly ignored. Noble is to 
be considered the southern representative in 
the cabinet. The southern republicans here, 
however, do not consider him a southern man, 
and have already spoken out in terms of bitter 
denunciation of General Harrison for the way 
he has ignored the south, notwithstanding the 
repeated information that has been glven out 
from Indianapolis that he would attempt to 
break the solid south by taking a republican 
from that section into his official family. Gen- 
eral Longstreet, particularly, is very bitter in 
his denunciation of the manner in which Gen- 
eral Harrison has ignofed the south. He said 
at Chamberlain’s last night, in conversation 
with a number of republicans, that if General 
Harrison was going to treat the south in that 
manner, he could never break the solid south. 

THE DISSENSIONS BEGUN. 

Although day after tomorrow sees the dem- 
ocratic party hand over the government keys 
to its opponents, its members can find much 
comfort in the fact that the republican turn- 
key has already spread discontent among his 
followers by the way in which he has announced 

at he will open the doors, What was at first 
mild displeasure, occasioned as much by sur- 
prise as anything else, has developed into rank 
discord, and open, ramp@at rebellion exists. 
The republicans who made Harrison’s election 
possible last November, the men who laughed 
at the laws; who boldly ‘‘boodileized’’ whole 
communities ; adopted any “means, 

matter how nefarious, to override the 
lar will and who see the penitentiary 
pening its doors to them, now are as mad as 
hornets.

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IT WAS PIGOTT 


That Puta Hole in His Head at Madrid—Pa- 
pers Found in His Pocket, 

Loxpon, March 2.—A dispatch received 
early this morning from Madrid said that the 
bedy of the man who shot himself at the Hotel 
des Ambassadeurs yesterday, when taken into 
custody by an officer, had not been identified 
as that of Pigott, and that the authorities were 
awaiting a portrait of the latter before deter- 
mining whether he was the man who killed 
himself. 

A dispatch received this afternoon, how- 
ever, removes all doubt that the suicide was 
Pigott. His identity has been fully established 
by the British officials. 

Thursday an interpreter showed Pigott the 
sights of Madrid. On®at day Pigott sent a 
telegram addressed ‘‘Ponsonby,’’ to the office 
in London of Mr. Soames, the Times solicitor 
This telegram announced his safe arrival in 
Madrid, 


AND GAVE HIS ADDRESS. 

It is inferred that the English government 
learned from his telegram that Pigott was in 
Madrid. It is reported that a note book con- 
taining the addresses of a number of persons 
in Ireland was found on the body. Pigott’s 
suicide has caused a profound sensation 
throughout England. Witnesses have started 
from Paris for Madrid for the purpose of for- 
mally identifying the body. The Madrid 
police authorities intend to hold the effects of 
the suicide pending an order from court rela- 
tive to their disposal. 

It is learned this afternoon that the tele- 
gram Pigott sent fram Madrid on Thursday 
to Soames’s office in this city wasa ddressed to 
Mr. Shannon, the Times Dublin solicitor, not 
to ‘‘Ponsonby,’’ as first reported, On receipt 
of the telegram Mr. Soames’s notified the 
whereabouts of Pigott. 

THE TRLEGRAM TO SHANNON 

The telegram read as follows: 

“Please ask Mr, S. te send me what he promised,”’ 
Write. ROLAND PONSONBY, 

Hotel Des Ambassadeurs, Madrid. 

Besides Pigott’s check book, a letter ad- 
dressed to Labouchere and a license to carry 
arms in Ireland were found on his bodys The 
letter addressed to Labouchere was. closed and 
ready for mailing, In it Pigott says that the 
first batch of letters sold by him wree genuine, 
but that in the second batch there were several 
forged letters, including two to Mr. Parnell 
and one each to Dayitt, O’Kelly and Egan. 
Pigott further says: 

SORRY FOR THOSE HE INJURED. 

‘Tam deeply sorry for all those I have injured 
andamready to place at their disposal all the 
means In my power to remedy all that I have said 
that was false. Everything written under oath was 
the truth.”’ 

The license to carry a revolver was dated at 
Dublin. A checkbook of the Ulster bank was 
found on his body. Pigott tried to negotiate 
a check at Madrid, but in the absence of proof 
of his identity, the bank refused to cash -it. 
A note book full of interesting notes was also 
found. The body lies with four others in the 
southern morgue: The builet entered the 
mouth and came out at the back of the head 
near the neck on the right side. The .body 
will be photographed tomorrow and will be 
buried Tuesday, after it has been identitied by 
British detectives. The British embassy at 
‘Madrid has given orders for a decent burial. 

THE SMART CONSUL REMOVED.

Atchinoff at Suez. The czar’s anger extends 
to Genera! Ignatieff, through whom the Sla- 
vonice society supplied funds to Atchinoff. 
General Ignatieff asked an interview with the 
czarin order to explain the objects of the 
expedition, but the czar refused to receive 
him. and he was advised that he might have 
to answer charges involving the trial. 

General Balanoff, governor of Novgorod, 
another noted Slav, is also involved and is 
threatened with suspension from office. 

THE GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 

The crisis in relations between workmen and 
employers threatens to produce a general strike 
here: the severe weather,slack work and a want 
of cohesion among the workmen, have assisted 
the employersinreducing wages. The Volks- 
blat,socialist organ,ina proclamation to German 
workers, announces a general strike in the 
course of this month. It asserts that wages are 
insufficent to pay for daily bread, and that a 
majority of workmen would be content with 
ive marks ten pfennigs per day of nine hours. 
The police do not permit mass meetings of 
workmen, but every night small meetings are 
neld throughout Berlin, at which views on 
the labor question are excitedly exchanged. 

The North German Gazette says the gov- 
ernment will not interfere in the struggle be- 
tween labor and capital Ws long as the social- 
ists do not attempt to assume direction of the 
labor movement. 

FRENCH AFFAIRS. 
The Suppression of the Patriotic League— 
Debate in the Chambers of Deputes, 

Paris, March 2.—The government has in- 
structed the prefects of various departments 
to prevent, forcibly if necessary, the meetings 
of committees of the Patriotic League. 

The government has decided to create a 
special ministry for colonial affairs. 

In the chamber of deputes today, M. La- 
guerre asked the government toe explain its 
prosecution of the Patriotic League, and why 
he had not been included with those who 
were prosecuted. 

M. Tirard offered the measure. The gov- 
ernment he said, would not falter before the 
intrignes, and threats. of the enemies of the 
republic. Mr. Tirard’s remarks were greeted 
with applause. M. Thievenoa, minister of 
justice, contended that the arrests of leaders of 
the league were legal, and he stigmatized the 
league aS a hypocritical association, whose 
real object was to raise one man to power. 
W hen justice required the prosecution -of M. 
Laguerre, he would be prosecuted. M. La- 
guerre, ?m dan uproar, moved an order of the 
day condemning the prosecution of the league. 

The motion was rejected, and the chamber, 
by a vote of 348 to 220, approved an order ex- 
pressing confidence in the unergy of the gov- 
ernment.

HE VETOED IT. 


THE PRESIDENT SENDS IN 
DIRECT TAX BILL BACK 


WITHOUT GIVING HIS APPROVAL 


His Objections to the Measure—He Says It is 
Without Constitutional Warrant aud 
Would Cause Much Litigation. 


THE 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The president to- 
day vetoed the direct tax bill. In his message 
to the senate, returning the bill without his 
approval, the president says: 

Phe object of this bili is quite clearly indicated ia 
its title. Its provisions have been much discussed 
in both branches of congress, and have received em- 
phatic legislative sanction. I fully appreciate the 
iuferest which it has excited, and have by no means 
failed to recognize the persuasive presentation made 
in its favor. I know, too, that thegjuterposition of 
executive disapproval in this case is 

LIKELY TO AROUSE IRRITATION, 
and cause.complaint and earnest criticism. Since, 
however, my judgment will not permit me to as- 
sent to the legislation proposed, I can find no way 
of turning aside from what appears to be the plain 
course of official duty, 

On the 5th day of August, 1861, a federal statute 
Wat passed, entitled “an act to provide increased 
revenue from imports to pay the interest on the 
a blic debt, and for other purposes.”’ 
This law was passed at a time when 
immense sums of money were needed 
by the government for the prosecution of 
the war for the union, The purpose of the law 
Was to increase in almost every possible way, fede- 
tal revenues. The first seven sections of the statuie 
were devoted to advancing very largely the rates of 
duties on imports; and to supplant thisthe elghth 
section provided that a direct tax of £20,000, 00 3 
shouldbe avnually laid, and that certain amounts 
therein specified should be 

APPORTIONED TO THE RESPECTIVE STATES. 
| The remainder of the law, consisting of fifty sec- 
tions, contained most particular and detailed pro- 
visions for the collection of the tax through federal 
machinery. 

After devoting some space to a review of 
these latter sections, the president proceeds: 

A inajority of the states undertook the collection 
of their quotas and accounted for the amount there- 
of to the general government by the paying of 
money or by setting off claims in their favor against 
the tax, Fifteen per cent of the amount of their 
respective quotas wus retained as an allowance tor 
coilection and payment. In thejnorthern, for sueh 
as were cailed tbe loyal states, nearly the enttre 
quotas were Ccoliecied and paid through state agen 
cies. 

Money necessary for this purpose was generally 
collected from citizens of the states with their other 
taxes,and in whatever manner their quotas may 
have been cancelled, whether by the payment of 
money Or tue settling off Claims against the govern~ 
ment, it is safe tosay, asa general proposition, that 
the people of these states have individually been 

OBLIGED TO PAY THE ASSESSMENT 
made upon them on account oi this direct tax. and 
have intrusted it to their several states to be trans- 
mitted to the federal treasury. 

In the soutbern states, then in insurrection, what- 
ever was actually realized in money upon this tax 
was coliected directly by the federal ofticers without 
the intcPposition of state machinery, and part ot its 
quota has been credited to eaeh of these states. 

_ The en ire umount applied upon this tax, inelud- 
ing lo per cent for collection, was credited to the 
several states and territories upon the books ot the 
treasury, whether collected through their instru 
mentalities or by federal officers. The sum credited 
to all states Was >I (,309,059.51, which includes more 
than two millions of dollars on accoutit of the 15 per 
cent allowed for collecting. Ofthe amount credi- 
ted, only about two millions and three huudred 
thousand dollars is credite 

TO THE CTIONARY STATES, 

The amount uncollected of the twenty millions 
directed to be raised by thistax was $2,646,314.49 
and nearly this entire sum remained due upon the 
quotas apportioned to these states, 

In this con lition of affairs the bill under consid- 
eration directs the s (retary of the treasury “to 
ercd.t toeach state and territory of the United 
States and the District of Columbia a sum equal to 
ail colleciions by set off or otherwise, made from 
said states and territories and the District of Coium- 
bia, or from auy of the citizens or inhabitants there- 

or other p under an act of congress, ap- 

August ist], and amendatory acts 
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An appropriation is a!so made of such sum as may 
necessary to re-imburse each state, territorv and 
the District of Columbia for all money found due to 
itunder the provisions of the bill, aud it is provided 
that allmoney still dueto the United States on 
saiu direct tax shall be remitted and relinguished. 

‘I h e concs led eft ct of this bill is to take irom 
the money now in the treasury a sum of ‘more than 
$17,000,000, or if the percentage allowed is not in- 
cluded more than fifteen millions of dollars, and pay 
to the respeciive states and territories the sums they 
or their citizens paid more than twenty-five years 
ago under the direct tax law by the government of 
the United States for its defense and safety. 

WITHOUT CONSTITUTIONAL WARRANT. 

It is my belief that this appropriation of the pubs 
lic funds is not within the constitutional power of 
congress, Uuder the limited and delegatcd au- 


-thority conferred by the constitution upon the gens 


eral government's statement of the purposes for 
which money may be lawfully raised by taxation in 
any form declared, also the limit of object for which 
it may be expended. All must agree that the direct 
tax was lawfully and constitutionally laid and that 
it was rightfully and correctly collected. It cannot 
be claimed, therefore, nor is it pretended, that any 
debt arose against the government and in favor 
of any state or individual by the exactions of this 
tax. 

Surely then, the appropriation directed by this 
bi'l cannot be justified as the payment of a debt of 
the United States, The disbursement ofthis money, 
clearly has ho relation to the common defense. On 
the contrary, itis the repayment of money raised 
and long agoexpended by the government to pro- 
vide for the common defense, The expenditure 
cannot properly be advocated on the ground that 
the general welfare of the United States is thereby 
provided for or peer emery 

This “general welfare of the United States,” as 
used in the constitulion, Can only justify appropria- 
tions for national objects, and for purposes which 
have todo withthe prosperity, growth,- honor, or 
peace. 

AND DIGNITY CF THE NATION, 

The sheer, bold gratuity bestowed either upon 
states or individuals, based on no better reason than 
supports the gift proposedin this bill has never 
beeu claimed to be a provision for the genesal wel- 
fare. More than fifty yeais ago the surplus of pub 
lic money in the treasury was distributed among 
the states; but the unconstitutionality of such dis- 
tribution, considered as a giftof money, appears to 
have been conceded, for it was put into the state 
treasurics'under the guise ofa deposit on loan subject 
to the demand of the government. If it was proposed 
to raise by assessment upon the people a sum 
necessary to refund the money coHected upon this 
direct tax, I amsure many who are now silent 
would insist upon the limitation of the constitution 
in opposition to such a scheme, 

Tne large surplusin the treasury is the parent of 
many ills and among them Is founda tendency toan 
extremely liberal, if not loose, construction of the 
constitution, It also attracks the gaze of states and 
individuals with a kind of fascination and gives rise 
to plans and pretensions that an uncongested treas« 
ury never could evcite, 

tutif the constitutional 
consideration of this bill should be 
its favor, 

THERE ARE OTHER OBJECTIONS 
remaining which prevent my assent toits provis- 
ions. ‘There should be acertainty and stability 
about the enforcement of taxation, which should 
teach the citizen that the government will only use 
the power to tax in cases where its necessity and 
justice are not doubtful and which should also dis- 
courage the disturbing idea that the exercise of this 
power may be r voked bythe reimbursement of 
taxes once collected. Any other theory cheapens 
and. ina measure, discredits the process, which 
more than any other is a manifestation of sovereign 
authority. The government is not only kind, but 
performs its highest duty, when it restores tothe 
citizen taxes unlawfully collected, which have 
been erroneoualy, for oppressively extorted by its 
agents or officers. But aside from this incident, the 
people should not be familiarized with the spectacle 
of their government repenting the coilection of 
taxes, or restoring them, 

The direct tax levied in 1861 is not even suspected 
of invalidity. There was never a tax levied which 
was more needed and its justice cannot be ques 
tioned. Why then, should it be returned. The 
fact that the entire tax was not paid, turnishes no 
reason that would not apply to nearly every case 
where taxes are laid. There are always deling uents, 
and while a wore thorough and complete collection 
of taxes is @atroublesome problem of government, 
the failure to solve the problem has never been held 
to califor tbe return of taxes actually coilecte:| 
The deficiency in collection of this tax is found al- 
most entirely in the insurrectionary states, while 
the quotas apportioned to the other states were, asa 
generel rule, fully paid; and three-fourths or four- 
fifths of the money, which it is propesedin this bill 
to return, would be paid, 

INTO THE TREASURIES OF LOYAL STATES. 
But no valid reasou for such payment is found in 
the fact thatthe government at first could mot, and 
afterwards for reasons pruLably perfectly valid did 
not in other statea. There 
were mB: f taxes which were not paid by 

t » rebellious states; and if non-pay- 
f thi t otn 
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jerations which recognize sectional divis- 

: or the loyality of different states at the time 
this tax was, laid, SD uid pot enter into the disens 
sion of the meritsof this measure. The loyal 
states would not be paid the large sums of money 
promisea them by this bill, because 
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were loyal and other states were 
nos nor should tle «tates which rebelled against 
the government be paid a amaller gum than prom 
ised them, ¥ceause they were in rebelliof And thus 
prevented thé collection of their entire quoias: nor 
because this concession to them is necessary to 
justify the ; roposed larger gifts to the other states. 
I'he people of the loyal! states paid this direct tax as 
they bore other burdens in support of the govern< 
ment, and I beiie.e the taxpayers themselves are 
content. 

in the light of these considerations, Iam onposed 
to the payment of money out of the federal treass 
ury toenrich the treasuries of the states Their 
fands should be furnished by their own citizens, 
Thus sh uld be fostered the taxpayer's watch ful- 
hess of staie expenditures and the taxpayer's jealous 
inistance upon the strict aecountaiblity of sta 
officials. These elements of purity andstrength in 
& state are nol safeivy exchanged for the threatened 
demoralization and earelesspess attending the 
custody and manayement of a large gift from the 
federal treasury. 

The baneful effect of the surplus in the (reasur 
of the geveral government is desis seen and feit, 
do not think, bowever. that this surpius shonld be 
reduced or its contagion spread throughout the 
States by the methods which are provided in this 
bill. There is 

STILL ANOTHER OBJECTION 

to the bill arising from what seems to me to be uns 
fairness and unjust discrimination. In a case of 
proposed legislation, of at least doubtful 
constitutionality, and based upon no legal right, 
the equities which recommend it should always bo 
definite and clear. The money appropriated by 
this bill is to be pa d to the governors of the respect- 
ive states and territories in which it was collected, 
whether the same was derived through said states 
and territories or directly “from any of the citizens 
or inhabitants thereof or other persons,” and it is 
further provided that such sums as were collected 
in the payment of this federal tax through the in« 
Strumenitality of the state or territorial officials and 
accounted forto the general government by such 
states and territories are to be 
PAID UNCONDITIONALLY TO THEIR GOVERNORS, 
while the same collected in payment of said tax by 
the United S.ates, or in other words, by federal ma- 
chinery, created for that purpose, are to be held in 
trust by said states or territories for the benefit of 
those paying the same. 

lam unable to understand how this disecrimina- 
tion in favor of those who haye made payment of 
this direct tax directly to officers of the fecieral cov- 
ermment, and against those who made such pay- 
ments through state or territorial agence es, can be 
defended upon fair and equitable principles. Is 
was the general governmentin every case which 
exacted this tax from i's citizens and the people in 
different states and territories, ani to provide for 
reilinbursement to a part of its citizens by the crea- 
tion of a trust for their benefit, while the money ex- 
acted in payment of this tax from a far greater 
number is paid unconditionally into the state and 
territorial treasuries isan 

UNJUST AND UNFAIR PROCEEDING 
in which the government should not be implicated, 
It will hardly do tosay that the states and terri- 
tories who are recipients of these large gilts inuy be 
trusted to do justice toits cillzens, who orizinally 
paid the tax. This cannot be relied upon, uor 
should the government lose sight of the equity of 
which it boasts, aud having entered upon the plan 
of reimbursement, abandon to other agencies the 
duty of a just distribution, and thus incur the risk 
of becoming accessory to the actual inequality and 
injustice. If, in defense of the plan prorosed, it igs 
claimed that exact equality cannot be reached in 
the premises this mnmay be readily conceded. The 
money raised by this direct tax was collecte 
expended twenty-seven years ago. 
generation has passed away since that time, 
if the distribution should be attempted, by 
states and territories, as well as by the go 
the taxpayers in many cases are neither alive 
represented. and in tauny other cases, if alive, t! 
cannot be found. Fraudulent claims wouid o/tea 
outrun the honest applications and innumerablh 
and bitter contests would arise between t 
ants, 
ANOTHER DIFFICULTY 

in the way of doing periect justice in the operation 
of this plan of reimbursement, is foundin the fact 
that the money to be appropriated therefor was con- 
tributed to the federal treasury foran entirely dif- 
ferent purpose, by a generation many of wnoom were 
not born when the direct tax was lev&d and paid, 
who bave no relation to said tax and canrot share 
in its distribution. While they stand by and see the 
money they have been obliged to pay into the pubs

BTATE AGRICULTURAL 
SUCIETY. 


OF THE 


The Premium Committee Arranges an 
Attractive List for the Next State Fair to 
be Held in Macon. 

Macox, Ga., March 2.—[Special.]— The 
premium commi ittee of the Geor; gia State fair, 
at their recent session, arranged a very attrac- 
tive premium list for encouraging farm pro- 
ducts, Georgia raised stock, domestic industry 
and mechanic arts. 

The county displays at the next fair, under 
the new arrangement, will be large and in- 
structive. The committee continued the three 
premiums for county displays—one thouss ind 
dollars for best display ; five hundred dollars 
for second best, and three hundred dollars for 
third best display. 

The committee has made quite an improve- 
ment in the manner of reaching a satisfactory 
award under the following scale of points as to 
merit: 

Recognizing 100 points as perfect, agricul- 
ture will be rated at 40; garden vegetables 15; 
home industry 15; fruits 10; manufacture 5; 
works of art 10; woods 3; minerals 2. 

It has been further arranged that county dis- 
plays may be made up of individual displays, 
that will be rated in awards by the same 
schedule of points as are fixed for county dis- 
plays. For the best individual display the 
committee have offered three hundred and 
fitty dollars; for second best individual dis- 
play, two hundred and fifty dollars; for the 
third best display, one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, and for the fourth best display one 
hundred dollars. 

Special inducements have been offered in 
unusually large premiums for Georgia bred 
horses, mules and cattle. Much the larger 
part of the purses offered for trotting will be 
given to Georgia bred horses. 

The premiums for home industry have been 
much advanced. For the best display of 
jellies, preserves, etc., the committee have 
offered fifty dollars; for the second best dis- 
play, thirty dollars. For the best and largest 
display, in merit and variety, of female handi- 
craft, fi {ty dollars; for second best display, 
twenty-five dollars. 

The committee reached out into a new field 
in offering a handsome premium to the me- 
chanic making the largest and best display of 
his workmanship. 

The American Agriculturist, published at 
751 Broadway, New York, offers five hundred 
dollars for the largest yield of corn on one acre 
ofland. This premium is open to any state in 
the United States. The State fair committee 
desiring to encourage competition among 
Georgia farmers for this premium, will add 
two hundred and fifty dollars to the premium 
offered by the Agriculturist if the premium 
should be taken in this state. If the Agri- 
culturist’s premium is not taken in this state 
the committee will award to the best yield, 
one hundred dollars. This last premium will 
not be awarded unless the yield reaches one 
hundred bushels. 

The conditionsfor gathering, measuring, 
ete., can be learned by inclosing 10 cents for 
copy of instructions to American Agriculturist, 
75] Broadway, New York. The fair will open 
October 22d, and continue nine days.

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Farmers’ Co-Operative Clubs. 

The discussion on the condition of our 
farmers, begun and maintained by THE Con- 
STITUTION, has developed several co-opera- 
tive clubs in Georgia that are inudels in their 
way. Among these are the Petitt’s Creek 
and Pulaski clubs, and the Stilesboro club, 
an account of which appears this morning. 

As far as they go these clubs absolutely 
settle the farming problem. By combining 
their credit and their purchases, they get 
discounts on regular prices that amount to 
$5 or $6 on aton of guano. By club agree- 
ment, each man raises his own supplies and 
diversifies his crops, thus making him inde- 
pendent. By frequent meetings, each man 
gets the experiemce of all, and experiments 
are thus forwarded and errors avoided. By 
the sympathy of a common purse, common 
credit, the club members are drawn close 
together in purpose and in plans. Dy fre- 
quent meetings, the social tics are strength- 
ened, and by frequent official inspection of 
each other’s farms a pride in crops, stock, 
pasture, orchard and building, is kept up. 
The farmers’ club, as far as it goes, does a 
perfect work. 

Does it go far enough? That is the ques- 
tion. There are perhaps fifty farmers in 
Bartow county, for instance, who belong to 
these co-operative clubs. But what becomes 
of the thousand or so farmers who are left 
out? Could they be admitted if they applied 
for admission? Clearly not. Wherea joint 
note is made for joint purchases, it is essen- 
tial that every signer should be good for his 
part of the burden. In a membership of 
several thousand, it would be impossible to 
guarantee this. The clubs are admirable. 
It would be well for the south if there were 
adozen such clubs in every’ county. But 
that is hardly possible. The joint-note 
clubs are limited, and as a rule, are com- 
posed mainly of those who least need the 
help of co-operation. 

The Farmers’ Alliance proposes to go 
further than the clubs have gone or can go. 
It proposes to make one great brotherhood 


of farmers, in which the weak shall help 


the strong, and in which all shall stand or 
fall together. It proposes to carry the 
amazing power of co-operation to the men 
who need it most and to marshal all 
farmers inane grandarmy. Every good and 
thoughtful man must wish the alliance God 
speed in this work, and must pray that it shall 
be saved from the selfish and unsuspecting, 
who would pervert its great purpose. 

One thing is very sure: Co-operation is 
the coming force. Itis the many banded 
together that will finally win. None of us 
comprehend the power of co-operative effort, 
It is destined to shake the world. The fact 
that fourteen farmers in Stilesboro buy their 
supplies 25 per cent cheaper when combined 
than they could buy them separately, is but 
a hint of thg power that is hddden in organi- 
zation and co-operation. Whatever details 
may obstruct for the time, the farmers are 
rapidly finding out that in union there is 
strength; that every man strengthens his 
neighbors and is strengthened by standing 
shoulder to shoulder * ith them,

He then goes on to say that according to in- 
formation furnished by the postmaster-genera}, 
there were on January Ist, 1859, as many as 
fifty clerks or persons employed at the Atlanta 
postofiice ; that the office has come within the 
classified postal service and the existing postal 
classification applies thereto. 

All of this will prove very good news for the 
employes of the Atlanta postoflice, for it 
brings the office squarely under the civil set- 
vice law, and means that none of the present 
employes, barring heads of departments, can 
be removed except for cause. 

The civil service act provides for a system of 
competitive examinations for filling the va®an- 
cies in all postoftices where the officials are 
as many as fifty, and declares that the office 
yacancics not within the exceptions must be 
filled by those who have passed the com- 
petitive examinations. 

These examinations will be held at stated 
intervals, and the fortunate competitors wil! 
get the places in the Atlanta postollice as va- 
cancies occu 

The board of examiners will be selected in 
this way: 

The civil service commission, desiring to 
discharge its duties as to the selection of man- 
agers intelligently, but, so far as practicable, 
in @ manner acceptable to the postmaster, ene 
of the commissioners, or a representative of 
the commission, will visit the Atlanta office 
for the purpose of inquiring as to the most fit 
persons to be made examiners. 

The day for this conference has 
fixed, but dae notice will be given 
Renfroe of the time at which arrangements 
will be made to hold the first examination, 
under the civil service act, for positions in the 
Atlanta postofiice.

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CRE :MATORY ¥ OR ATLANTA. 
The City Asked “Whether ‘She Wants Cre- 
mation. 

How would Atlanta like to have a crema- 
tory? 

Don’t holdup your hands in horror; this 
crematory is not intended for you or any 
of your kinfolks, unless you are related to the 
dumb brutes the prophets used to associate 
with. Taking it for granted that you have no 
such relatives no time will be lost in stating 
that this crematory is iutended to burn garb 
age. 

Mr. W. F. Morse representing 
Sanitary and Cremation company, of New 
York, is in the city to submit to the city coun- 
cil of Atlanta a proposition for cremating tho 
garbage of Atlanta. 

The ultimate disposition of city garbace is 
a problem which has given a great deal of 
trouble to the sanitary engineers of the. great 
cities. Various plans have been tried with 
results more or less satisfactory, but no one of 
them has done the work perfectly. 

One plan is to run the sewage in reservoirs, 
where it mingles with water, and by chemical 
action it is separated, leaving a residuum 
which isa marketable fertilizer, while the 
other constituents are put in shape to be 
easily gotten rid of without danger. 

The ordinary plan of spreading the garbage 
and sewage over a large area several miles 
from the city, has also been tried. For awhile 
this usually does very well; but if the city 
ever grows out tothe dump, there are inc on- 
venient results. A plan recently suggested, 
to under-drain the dumping ground and 
these drains often enough to carry off all de 
terious matter, which would otherwise lie hid 
if there is a hard subsoii. 

The Engle Sanitary company claims to have 
solved the problem by burning the garbage: 
The plan is simply a tis ght furnace in 
which the garbage, when dumped through 
manholes on top, is cut off from the outside 
air by a fire at each end. The tlame sturts 
froma grate of coal atone end, passes over 
the garbage, into a grate of burning coal at 
the other end, back through a flue underneath 
the garbage to a smoke gtack which is seventy- 
five feet high. The furnace is twenty feet long 
and in going and returning throu; oy ve tlue 
the. gases from the burning  garba pass 
through forty feet of flame and then hie ngh 
a hot stack, followed part w ay there by the 
flames. 

By this process they claim that no noxious 
gases are allowed to escape and the whole 
fertilizing value of the garbage is saved in the 
ashes, which sell for a good price 

The first furnace was put in operation at 
Des Moines, lowa, four years ago, and has been 
in use eversince, The next were at Minne a po- 
lis and Coney Island last year. 

The company was only in condition to push 
the business last fa@™ l, and they have just en- 
tered the southern territory through Mr. Morse, 
who saysthat the southern cities are taking 
hold of the matter with vigor. He says he 
has acontract with the citv of Jacksonville 
and will begin the erection of a furnace there 
within a month. He has a proposition pending 
with the city council of Savannah for two 
furnaces With acapacity of 12,000 tons a year 
each. Macon, Wilmington, Richmond and 
Charleston are also considering propositions 
for erecting one or two furnaces. 

Mr. Morse says the garbage can be crem- 
ated for 20. cents a ton and the expense of 
hauling from the city tothe dumping ground 
can be materially diminished, for there would 
be several furnaces on different sides of the 
city soas to make ashort‘haul. He will study 
the situation in Atlanta and then make the 
city a proposition for the erection of furnaces.

An Interesting Talk With Mr. Sam Deatherage- 
Who Has Just Returned from Lexington, ken- 
tucky—Eight Hundred Horses and Two Thou 
sand Bidders—sS«e1 ‘idents as Related 
by One Who Was There.

for sale and 2,000 of the richest 
turfmen in Ameriga to buy them. Millions of 
capital aiineatad and thousands bid. That 
is what I saw at the great Woodward sale,” 
said Mr. Sam Deatherage, who retarned last 
week from Lexington. 

“Bell Boyd, who brought $51,000, is a four- 
year-old, bred by Senator Leland Stanford, of 
California, He is a big brown stallion, fifteen 
and three-quarter hanc is high, and bas a record 
26 as a three-year-old. His mother, Beauti- 
ful Bells, isthe only mare that has produced 
two three-year-olds in the twenty list—Bell 

soy 2:197 and Henry Rose, his full sister, 
2:19. 

‘Fis sire, Electioneer, is valued at £100,000, 
and is the sire of Manzimita with a four-year- 
old record of 2:16; Sunol with a two-year-old 
record of 2:18, and Normal, the sire of Nor- 
malaine, who has a yearling record of 2:51}. 
With such a pedigree and record this four- 
year-old sold at auction for $51,000 cash, to 
Mr. J. H. Clark, of Elmira, New York. 

“Mr. Robert Bonner is the New York million- 
aire who paid Vanderbilt $40,000 for Maud S., 
and is the owner of the Tarrytown farm, with 
twenty-two mares and eighteen stallions—some 
of the best horses in America. Within the 
last twelve years he has bought Maud S. 2.087, 
Rarus 2.134, Edwin Forest 2.18, Trial 2,114, 
Pickard 2,18}, and a number of others. It is 
said that Vanderbilt sold Maud 8S. to Mr. Bon- 
ner because he saw he was going to die and 
wanted the mare to passinto the hands of 
some one who would not run her. Mr. 
Bonner never yuts his horses on the turf, 
never bets a dollar and never buys a horse at 
auction.’ He only keeps the very best: horses, 
and buys them after others have demonstrated 
their qualities. He is worth about $25,000,000, 
and came to the Lexington sale inerely to see 
the horses.

A MADSTONE AND ITS WORK. 


Some Interesting Facts From South Carolina 
—Do Skunks Go Mad? 

Seneca, 8S. (., February 27.—Editors of 
Constitution: Seeing in your valued paper of 
Sunday last an acvount of the Womack case 
of hydrophobia, and a desire to hear from any 
person owning a madstone, I write to you in 
regard to the true madstone and its effects. 
The stone used in the case alluded to is nota 
madstone, The madstone is only found in the 
stomach of the deer. They are of different 
sizes andshapes, but each one hasaring around 
the side of a brownish color. The color when 
first taken from the stomach of the deer isa 
light.ash color, which darkens with age. The 
first one that I ever saw was in Lamed, Kan- 
sas, and I will relate the circumstances 
of the case. In 186 I was living 
there, and in June a mad dog made 
his appearance and betore he was killed by 
Mr. Davidson he had bitten four dogs, a calf, 
acatand a young man. The young man died 
in no days tn great agony. The four dogs 
went mad, and were killed after having been 
contined to test there cases. The caif was sold 
by the owner of it, Mr. Wm. De Mors, sheriff 
of Pawnee county, Kansas, to a@ man going 
west, after having told him the circumstances 
of its having been bitten by the mad dog, and 
made him promise to let Mr. De Mors know if 
it also went mad, which it did. I should have 
said that the calf wasa fine Jersey and Mr. 
De Mors sold it for three dollars. The cat 
went mad and bit Mrs. Johnson, the wife of 
our barber, who immediately sent to ‘Great 
Bend, Kan., and procured the stone, which 
was applied and stuck eighteen times, and to- 
day Mrs. Johnson is as well as any. one, 
In the west the skunks”~ go mad 
and are considered more dangerous than 
the mad dog. Mr. Leland, proprietor 
of the Pacific house, Kansas City, Mo., 
has one and peonle from all over the country 
go there to becured by it. Last spring I was 
up on White Water river, in the mountains of 
upper South Carolina, when I heard of one 
which, after great trouble and expense, I se- 
cured, A short while before I secured it I 
lost a fine pointer bitch, who had just raised 
two fine puppies, (one of which also died from 
the same cause) with hydrophobia. The day 
before t@e stone arrived the other puppy was 
taken and I had him shut up totry the stone 
on. Having at last obtained the stone, I de- 
termined to try it. Making my man wrap his 
lands well with cloth so the puppy could not 
bite him, I ordered him to catch him, which 
he did. I then tied the. puppy’s mouth up 
with a bandage and laying him on his side, 
the man holding him down, I took my._bis- 
toury and made an incision in 
his shoulder and as soon as 
the blood commenced to fisw I applied the 
stone. It immediately stuck, and, in one 
minute, upon attempting to raise it, I found 
thatit was stuck asif glued on. Calling bev- 
eral witnesses I showed them the stone, and 
they also tried toremove it, but found the same 
results that I did. -After sticking for about 
seven minutes it dropped off, and, after sev- 
eral attempts to make it take again, I placed 
itin warm milk, which acquired a green 
color... The next morning, in the presence of 
Professors Smith (correspondent of The Green- 
ville News here) and Ackerman, I again ap- 
plied the stone, but on the inside of the thigh 
and the leg placed in such a position that un- 
less the stone had stuck it would have dropped 
off. The result was the same as the evening 
before, and Professor Smith wrote an account 
of the operation which he had witnessed, and 
it was published in several papers in South 
Carolina. Being called away on business, [ did 

a chance to use it again 
week, when the disease 
had become so violent that I could not get any 
one to hélp me to operate on him, sol had to 
let him die. The stone that I have has cured 
three cases of bites from ratilesnakes, as will 
be sworn to by Milton Nicholson, and other 
residents of Jocasse valley. It will also take 
the poison from the sting of a wasp, bee or any 
kind of poisonous insect. Ido not charge any 
one for the use of it, so any one can see that I[ 
have nothing to make eut of telling its virtues. 
I will give you the symptoms of hydrophobia 
and then close. First, the subject, man, dog 
or any other creature becomes sullen and re- 
fuses to eat, and each day grows more snap- 
pish. Then comes the contraction of the 
throat, which will not allow anything to pass 
The f of water, as some say, is nonsense, 
The ascii of the throat are so con- 
tracted that neither solids nor 
liquids can pass. [I have watched 
the disease and all symptoms, A dog will 
take foodin its mouth but can not swallow. 
As soon as they hear water running or see it 
they will try to lap it, but can not. This lasts 
for about a week, more or less, when the 
animal is 80 weakened that it dies. 
During this pariod (before too weak) it will 
bite anything. Some physicians claim that 
there is no hydrophobia, but I saw ten cases 
caused by one dog, aud any citizen of this town 
will certify to the same. If any one of them 
in Atlanta wish to test the truth of hydro- 
phobia I expect that 1 will be able to send him 
agenuine case before the summer passes this 
year, as we have had a number of cases, both 
in 1887 and 1888. Yours truly,

“Fifty one thousand dollars for a horse. The 
highest price ever paid at an auction in this 
country. 

‘Eight hundred of the best horses in 
America for sale and 2,000 of the richest 
turfmen ir Ameriga to buy them. Millions of 
capital represen tol and thousands bid. ' That 
is what I saw at the great Woodward sale,’ 
said Mr. Sam Deatherage, who returned last 
week from Lexington. 

“Bell Boyd, who brought $51,000, is a four- 
year-old, bred by Senator Leland Stanford, of 
California. He is a big brown stallion, fifteen 
and three-quarter hands high, and bas a record 
of 2:26 asa three-year-old. His mother, Beauti- 
ful Bells, isthe only mare that has produced 
two three-year-olds in the twenty list—Bell 
Boyd 2:197 and Henry Rose, his full sister, 
23194. 

‘‘His sire, Electioneer,is valued at $100,000, 
and is the sire of Manzimitd with a four-year- 
old record of 2:16; Sunol with a two-year-old 
record of 2:18, and Normal, the sire of Nor- 
inalaine, who has a yearling record of 2:51¥. 
With such a pedigree and record this four- 
year-old sold at auction for $51,000 cash, to 
Mr. J..H. Clark, of Elmira, New York. 

“Mr. Robert Bonner is the New York million- 
aire who paid Vanderbilt $40,000 for Maud S., 
and is the owner of the Tarrytown farm, with 
twenty-two mares and eighteen stallions—some 
of the best horses in America. Within the 
last twelve years he has bought Mand §S, 2.087, 
Rarus 2.134, Edwin Forest 2.18, Trial 2,11}, 
Pickard 2.18}, and a number of others. It is 
said that Vanderbilt sold Maud 8S. to Mr. Bon- 
ner because he saw he was going to die and 
wanted the mare to passinto the hands of 
some one who would not run her. 
Bonner never puts his horses on the turf, 
never bets a dollar and never buysa horse at 
auction. He only keeps the very best horses, 
and buys them after others have demonstrated 
their qualities. He is worth about $25,000,000, 
and came to the Lexington sale inerely to see 
the horses.

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A MADSTONE AND ITS WORK. 
Some Interesting Facts From South Carolina 
—Do Skunks Go Mad? 

Seneca, S. (., February 27.—Editors of 
Constitution: Seeing in your vained paper of 
Sunday last an account of the Womack r se 
of hydrophobia, and a desire to hear from any 
person owning @ madstone, I write to you in 
regard to the true madstone and its effects. 
The stone used in the case alluded to is nota 
madstone, The madstone is only found in the 
stomach of the deer. They are of different 
sizes and shapes, but each one has aring around 
the side of a brownish color. The color when 
first taken from the stomach of the deer isa 
light-ash color, which darkens with age. The 
first one that I ever saw was in Lamed, kan- 
sas, and I will relate the circumstances 
of the case. In 1886 I was living 
ep and in June a mad dog made 

his appearance and betore he was killed by 
Mr. Davidson he had bitten four dogs, a calf, 
acatand a young man. The young man died 
in ten days In great agony. The four dogs 
wet mad, and were killed after having been 
confined to test there cases. The calf was sold 
by the owner of it, Mr. Wm, De Mors, sheriff 
of Pawnee county, Kansas, to a man going 
west, after having told him the circumstances 
of its having been bitten by the mad dog, and 
made him promise to let Mr. De Mors know if 
it also went mad, which it did. I should have 
said that the calf was a fine Jersey and Mr. 
De Mors sold it for three dollars. The cat 
weut mad and bit Mrs. Johnson, the wife of 
our barber, who immediately sent to Great 
Bend, Kan.,and procured the stone, which 
was applied and stuck eighteen times, and to- 

‘Mrs. Johnson is as well as any one. 
the west the skunks~ go mad 
are considered more dangerous than 
the mad dog. Mr. Leland, proprietor 
of the Pacific house, Kansas City, Mo., 
has one and peonle from all over the country 
vo there to be cured by it. Last spring I was 
up on White Water river, in the mountains of 
upper South Carolina, when I beard of one 
which, after great trouble and expense, I se- 
cured. Ashort while before I secured it I 
lost a fine pointer bitch, who had just raised 
two fine puppies, (one of which also died from 
the same cause) with hydrophobia. The day 
before stone arrived the other puppy was 
taken and I had him shut up to try the stone 
on. Having at last obtained the stone, I de- 
termined to try it. Making my man wrap his 
hands well with cloth so the puppy could not 
bite him, I ordered him to catch him, which 
he did. Ithen tied the puppy’s mouth up 
with a bandage and laying him on his side, 
the man holding him down, I took my bis- 
toury and made an incision in 
his shoulder, and as soon as 
the blood commenced to fisw I applied the 
stone. It immediately stuck, and, in one 
minute, upon attempting to raise it, I found 
that it was stuck asif glued on. Calling bev- 
eral witnesses I showed them the stone, and 
they also tried toremove it, but found the same 
results that I did. After sticking for about 
seven minutes it dropped off, and, after sev- 
eral attempts to make it take again, I placed 
itin warm milk, which acquired a green 
color. The next morning, in the presence of 
Professors Smith (correspondent of The Green- 
ville News here) and Ackerman, I again ap- 
plied the stone, but on the inside of the thigh 
and the leg placed in such a position that un- 
less the stone had stuck it would have dropped 
off. The result was the same as the evening 
before, and Professor Smith wrote an account 
of the operation which he had witnessed, and 
it was published in several papers in South 
Carolina. Being called away on business, I did 
not get a chance to use. it again 
for one week, when the disease 
had become so violent that I could not get any 
one to help me to operate on him, sol had to 
let him die. The stone that I haye has cured 
three cases of bites from rattlesnakes, as will 
be sworn to by Milton Nicholson, and .other 
residents of Jocasse valley. It will also take 
the poison from the sting of a wasp, bee or any 
kind of poisonous insect. Ido not charge any 
one for the use of it, so any one can see that I[ 
have nothing to make eut of telling its virtues. 
I will give you the symptoms of hydrophobia 
and then close. First, the subject, man, dog 
or any other creature becomes sullen and re- 
fuses to eat, and each day grows more snap- 
pish. Then comes the contraction of the 
throat, which will not allow anything to pass. 
The fear of water, as soime say, is nonsense. 
The steel of the throat are so con- 
tracted that neither solids nor 
liquids an pass. I have’ watched 
the disease andall symptoms. A dog will 
take foodin. its mouth but can not swallow. 
As soonas they hear water running or see it 
they will try to lap it, but can not. This lasts 
for about a week, more or less, when the 
animal is 80 weakened that it dies. 
During this pariod (before too weak) it will 
bite anything. Some physicians claim that 
there is no hydrophobia, but I saw 
caused by one dog, aud any citizen of this town 
will certify to the same. If any one of them 
in Atlanta wish to test the truthof hydro- 
phobia I expect that I will be able to send him 
agenuine case before the summer passes this 
year, as we have | iber of cases, both

The Sad Fate ‘of Dr. W. A. Shelby in 
Florida. 

Dr. W. A. Shelby, a former resident of At- 
lanta, recently died in Florida under peculiarly 
sad circumstances.
